Skelly told the story of his wonderful life 
to the Post-Dispatch as he sat in the pris- 
oners’ pen at Yorkville police court await- 
ing his transfer to the hands of the federal 
authorities. If he told the worst about 
himself he certainly kept little of the facts 
of his evil-doing in reserve. He impressed 
ene with the sincerity that must have at- 
tracted Mrs. Booth, when he came to her 4 
vear ago or so after she had touched his 
heart in Sing Sing prison, and that also 
made Mrs. McAlpin trust him with large 
sums of money. 

He said he was born tn London of a fam- 
ily of excellent social and pecuniary stand- 
ing. After passing through Latin school 
he attended the College of the City of Lon- 
den, and was such a good student that at 
21 he was graduated not only from the col- 
lege, but from the medical school as well. 
After graduation a desire for adventure, 
and also the fact that he had developed 
Rome wild traits that displeased his par- 
ents, caused him to come to this country, 
and soon afterward he enlisted in the army. 

“My experience with the army was va- 
ried,’’ said he. ‘I would serve out a term 
of enlistment, then leave the service for 
wild: trips about the continent, spending 
much of my time in jail or dodging officers. 
In the army I served under Gen. Miles, fol- 
lowing him in all his daring campaigns 
against the Indians through the South- 
west. I was with the famous troop that 
chased Geronimo and his band of Stooay: 
Apaches until they were captured. 

‘Later served with Lawton. And I 
want to tell you he was the right sort. 
No better man nor soldier ever lived than 
Gen. Lawton. 

“T rose from the ranks as Y served and 
held in succession different grades of petty 
officerships. When Gen. Shafter was in 
command of our regiment—he was colonel 
then--L was his sergeant-major—and the 
general can tell you I was always a good 
sareier.

‘“‘We laid around there for some time I 
was heartbroken at missing the funin Cuba, 
and when ‘the order came to go to Fort 
Ethan Allen I bucked. It was the last 
straw, and I thought it was time to qult. 
“They charged me before the magistrate 
here with stealing one of the troop's horses, 
as well as deserting. Maybe I did; I don't 
remember. I know I got hold of a big bot- 
tle of whisky in camp and the next thing 
I knew 1 was in New York. What be- 
came of the horse I don’t know; possibly 
some poor Long Island farmer has him 
now. 

‘T was without money and it was neces- 
sary I should have some, so I went to the 
Fifth National Bank, where I knew my 
captain had money deposited. I was dressed 
like a respectable farmer. 

“T asked the cashier to tell me how a 
stranger could get a check cashed. He did, 
and then I engaged him in talk. Before 
I was done he had cashed a check for $50, 
and with great panty at my rural knowl- 
edge and much cautioning against the 
pickpockets and bunko men in town the 
cashier carefully pinned the money to an 
inside pocket of my coat. 

‘ll would have got out of town and they 
never would have caught me, but it came 
so easy flying the checks I stayed on and 
did more of it.

The Brightest Spot 
in All His Life. 
“When I come to this chapter In my life 
I come to the brightest part of all, for it 
was while in Sing Sing I Bame under the 
influence of Mrs. Ballington Booth. After 


my time was up in the prison I went out 
to try to lead a different life. went to 
Trenton and secured a position and was 
doing nicely; had the offer of a much bet- 
ter position, when an ex-convict who knew 
me came along and gave me away. Of 
course, I lost my job. 

“I failed to find other work, and in the 
extreme of desperation I sought out Mrs. 
Booth. She said she would test the sincer- 
ity of my changed life, and sent me out 
to the Flushing, L. IL, branch of the Volun- 
teers. I was given the job of cook for 
thirty men, and I was there for six months. 
‘Then Mrs. Booth brought me here and 
installed me as one of her assistants. 
‘“l have also helped Mrs. McAlpin, wife 
of Gen. E. A. McAlipin, in her work among 
the ex-convicts. Mrs. McAlpin gives fully 
$30,000 a year to charity, most of it going 
to ald fn the reformation of ex-convicts. 
I have acted as a go-between, you might 
say, having to look after more than fifty 
families of ex-convicts who are being aided 
by Mrs. McAlpin. 

“] hope I will not be kept long from this 
work, as these men need me. am quite 
sure the federal authorities cannot hold me 
on either of the charges. They have known 
all along where I was and could have got 
me when I left Sing Sing. 

‘This arrest now is a case of malicious 
persecution. A crook who was in Sing ng 
with me got angry with me becaus” 
turned him dewn on a scheme he proposed 
to rob Mrs. McAlpin by securing money 0s- 
tensibly for charity work. 

‘The crook went to the nearest army of- 
ficer and told him where I was. But I 
think I'll soon be out again. 

“It seems hard to suffer for the old 
fenses, now that I am trying to do right. 
Skelly then turned tg follow the officer to 
Governor's Island.

Sugar Trust Fight Threatens 
Dire Results for Re- 
publicans. 


OUTLOOK FOR BiG SHAKE-UP 


BURROWS, ELKINS AND TELLER 
ARE ALL READY FOR THE 
FRAY. 


ALDRICH IS FOR THE TRUST 


If Worst Comes to Worst, It Will Be a 
Program of Talk Extending In- 
definitely Into the 
Summer. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 26.—Republican 
leaders in the Senate, the members vf 
the oligarchy that has ruled so long, are 
running around in circles like sandpipers, 
and with about as much result. They con- 
fer, and talk, and debate, and discuss 
among themselves, and still have no solu- 
tion for the Cuban problem. 

The basic proposition is clear. The 
House of Representatives have sent to the 
Senate a bill providing for a 20 per cent 
reduction in the tariff rates between this 
country and Cuba. That bill is loaded down 
with an amendment providing for the elim- 
ination of the differential duty on all refined 
sugar that may be imported into this coun- 
try. 

At a conference held Wednesday it was 
clearly developed what the situation is in 
so far as the oligarchy is concerned. The 
ideas—subject: 

1..That the Senate should have its own 
bill and ignore the measure passed by the 


House, framing a new bill on line to be 
arranged hereafter. 

2. That the committee on relations with 
Cuba should be given an opportunity to 
take action before an agreement is reached, 
it being held that advice should not be 
given the committee until time has been 
afforded for consideration of the subject. 

3. That the Teller resolution providing for 
an investigation of conditions in uba 
should not be adopted by the Senate even 
if it is favorably reported by the com- 
mittee on relations with Cuba. 

4. That the action of the committee on 
foreign relations has an important bearing 
on the pending question. At the next meet- 
ing the committee will decide the status of 
the reciprocity treaties now awaiting rati- 
fication by the Senate and determine wheth- 
er the concurrence of the House is neces- 
sary to legalize such treaties, 


Where the 
Shoe Pinches. 

Those in the oligarchy are naturally with 
the administration—so far as it suits their 
purposes. The first half of the bill suits 
them. They are willing, at the request of 
the Presidem@, to do something for Cuba. If 
the bill had come as a simple tariff reduc- 
tion proposition all would have been clear 
safling. 

The differential amendment hurts. It will 


take millions from the profits of the Sugar 
Trust, more millions than the Sugar Trust 
will galn by the tariff reduction given Cuba. 
The Sugar Trust has many friends in the 
Senate. That has been proved before now. 
There is a hesitancy about pushing a meas- 
ure that will take from the profits of. an 
old friend. So the oligarchy is between the 
devil and the deep sea. 

Still, if the oligarchy was the entire Sen- 
ate, some way out might be found. It is 
true enough that on ordinary occasions 
these leaders have been practically ¢he 
whole Senate. But this ts an extraordinary 
occasion. The leaders would be glad enough 
to continue in their former relations with 
the rest of their colleagues, but circum 
stances over which they have no contro! 
make that quite impossible. The result 1s 
that there ls chaos—from the leaders’ view 
point—and the further result ig that the Re 
publican party, ase represented in Con S93, 
is about to get a shaking up such as Orhan 
not had for years. 

There are as many tentacles to the situ- 
ation 2 there are to a squid. They can be 
argued around rp teeny from a circle to 
an octagon. The House bill has gone to the 
Senate committee on Cuban relations. Sev- 
eral members of rhat committee are favor- 
able to a reciprocity arrangement with 
Cuba. Other members are willing to report 
one tre Pe te crential amendment and all, 
anc rave e wra the 8u 4 
Others wart to téMporize. wana acs 

To complicate matters, there is a resolu- 
tion hefore the committee asking for an 
investigation of the Sugar Trust and its 
operations ‘in Cuba, with especial reference 
to the report that the trust owns the sugar 
there now and will be the only direot bene- 
ficiary by the 26 per cent tariff reduction. 

The committee will have to vote for this 
resolution. In all fairness, the bill cannot 
be reported out until tha Investigation has 
ended. Thus ths affair {s twisted and 
tangled and double-bow-knotted with com- 
plications and delays, and the despair of 
the leaders increases hourly. 


Burrows, Elkins, 
Teller Waiting. 


Back of all these complications is an- 
other and a greater one. When the time 
comes two Patrick Henrys will rise ir 
the Senate and declare there never can 
be reciprocity for Cuba, and assert that 
if this is treason the must can be made 
of it. These two men are Julius Cesar 


Burrows, senator from Michigan. and Ste- 
phen B. Elkins, senator from West vir- 
Inia. Following them will come Henry M. 
eller, senator from Colorado, author of 
the resolution adopted before the Spanish 
war, which says the Cubans are and of 
right es to be free and independent — 
and incidentally one of she freatesi inci- 
ters of trouble in the Senate. 

Rurrows and Elkins, alchough their rea- 
sons are different have joined hands on a 
common ground and will fight together un- 
til the end. Burrows comes from a state 
where beet sugar is a great industry. He 
says he will never, if he can prevent it, 
allow any industry, any trust or any peo- 
ple to be benefited at the expense of an in- 
dustry in his own state. kins has no 
beet sugar farmers in his state, but he 
says this country has done enough for 
the Cubans: that there is no obligation, 
moral or otherwise, on our part to help 
them any further and that he is against 
Cuban reciprocity for that reason. 

Burows and Elkins do not belong to the 
oligarchy, but the oligarchy nay will- 
ing to vote them into front seats before 
the fight is over. 

Burrows and Elkins are as shrewd in 

laying politics as any of the colleagues. 
Darrews has been in Congress for years. 
He knows xe detail of the business of 
government. iver since the President's 
massage was read. when it was seen that 
reciprocity for Cuba would be one of the 
issues this Congress would be obliged to 
deal with, he has been at work to check- 
mate and circumvent any movement in that 
direction. It was Burrows who directed 
the fight of the beet-su Republicans tn 
the House.

Ceremony Will Recall Spain’s 
Old Glory. 


IT WILL DAZZLE THE WORLD 


GRAND BALL WILL BE MOST 
GORGEOUS EVENT. 


The Coronation Procession Will Be Pic- 
turesque Beyond Anything That 
Could Be Attempted Out- 
side of Spain. 


MADRID, April 26.—Spain, so poor as a 
nation that her I O U's are everywhere re- 
garded with suspicion, intends individually 
to dazzle the world with her magnificance 
when King Alfonso is made reigning sov- 
ereign of his realm on May 17 next. 

Orders for gowns have been sent to Paris 
designed s0 elaborately that on several oc- 


easions the astonished Parisian dressmakers 
have sent back to Madrid to see if some 
mistake had not been made in the order. 
The ambition of every member of Madrid 
society is to outshine her neighbor next 


ay. 
The number of dresses each noble dame 
must have can be reckoned only up to a 
certain point. There will be one for the 
coronation, one for the royal reception, one 
for the royal ball, one for the opera fete, 
one for the gala performance at the Spanish 
Theater, and one for the eat bullfight. 
Then, as the peeresses intend to give recep- 
tions or to attend others, they must have 
urther gowns, so that the trousseau of a 
ride will look meagre beside the corona- 
tion wardrobe of the members of Madrid 
society.

Madrid is noted for the fame of ite state 
balis, but these have declined since the 
Spanish-American war, owing to the low 
tide at which all Spanish social gayety has 
rested. 

Into the coronation ball, therefore, will 
pour all the pent-up animation of the past 
three years, and the event will mark in an 
informal manner the end of the season of 
mourning for the Spanish defeats of the 
war. Although the royal ball is expected to 
surpass in brilliancy the actual coronation 
ceremony. the latter will be by no means a 
commonplace affair. From beginning to end 
it will be attended with pomp of medevial 
splendor. 


The Royal 
Procession. 
The royal. procession will be picturesque 


beyond anything that could be attempted 


outside Spain. It will present. throughout 
@® mass of coloring of the peculiarly bright 
hues that are the trademarks of all the 
artistic works of that country. Back into 
the sixteenth century, to the reign of 
Charles V, the great Emperor of Spain, 
Searches are being made for dress designs 
for the courtiers, and the spirit of Charles 
V, whey the boundaries of Spain reached to 
the confines of the Holy Roman Empire, 
will be dominant. In the procession the 
King. the royal family and the chief pal- 
ace and state dignitaries will ride in the 
famous carriages of the Madrid court, 
which are about the only remains of Spain's 
former glory. Their value is so great that 
if they were sold at auction the proceeds 
would be almost sufficient to relieve the 
country of financial embarrassment for a 
long time to come. 

No other kingdom in the world has so 
magnificent a collection of state vehicles.

The horses will be led by foot- 
men of whose costumes the gold lace alone 
will cost over £200 each,

The qveen mother will 
wear a white satin gown, trimmed with old 
Spanish lace that has been an heirloom in 
the royal family for generations. 

When the procession arrives at the coro- 
nation hall, the King will be received by 
the president of the Chamber of Deputies, 
who will escort him into the coronation 
room, where will be assembled all the nobil- 
ity of the kingdom and the spectal-invited 
guests. On the side of the room a throne 
and an altar will rest on a raised dais. On 
the altar will be a crucifix and the books 
of the evangles, and a copy of the Spanish 
constitution,

He will mount the dais, and the oath to 
suport the constitution will be administered 
by the cardinal head of the Spanish Catho- 
lic Church.

One need not 
remain long in Domingo to see many evi- 
dences of the ‘“‘commercial invasion” of the 
Americans. The railroads are laid with 
American steel. the trains are pulléd by 
Amercian engines, the mills are equipped 
with American machinery and the American 
dollar is the medium of exchange. 

A laughable incident occurred this morn- 
ing while I was walking with a geniieman 
in the outer portion of the city. As we 
turned a corner we almost stumbled upon 
several half-naked children playing in the 
street. The sight of strangers filled the 
gamine with terror, and there was a hasty 
scramble for shelter. As the last one, an 
ugly little pickaninny, staggered unsteadily 
to his feet and poised momentarily before 

etting his crooked little legs into motion, 
t was noticed that he had on a shirt made 
of burlap. a coarse kind of material used 
frequently in wrapping goods for shipment. 
As the frightened youngster got under 
headway his shirt filled with wind like a 
huge sail, and across the tail of it there 
appeared in black letters, ‘““Made in St. 
Louls, Mo., U. 8. A.’’ In the exciting race 
which followed our appearance on the scene 
“St. Louis’’ came very near getting left at 
the post, but in justice to him it must be 
added that he made a strong finish and dis- 
appeared with the rest in a cloud of dust. 


Friendly Feeling 
Toward “Uncle Sam.” 

Before coming here I was told that a very 
friendly feeling existed for the United 
States. I find that this is true. A resident 
merchant who came in on the same steamer 


with me had much to say about the possi- 
bilities of his country if it could only be 
developed. He dwelt at great length on the 
desirability of Domingo coming under 
American rule. He said that with Porto 
Rico annexed, and likely Cuba coming 
under American rule in the near future, 
and all deriving the benefit of closer trade 
relations with the United States, made the 
outlook for Domingo very discouraging un- 
less sire could secure the same advantages. 
The barber who shaved me said in broken 
English: ‘Some time American flag come 
here; then there be good time in Domino.” 
Such remarks serve to indicate which Say 
the wind is blowing. Uncle Sam may soon 
find himself courted by more than one 
dusky West Indian belle, as American sen- 
ilment spreads in the Antilles and the ten- 
dency to climb into the American band wag- 
on becomes more pronounced. As yet these 
expressions are very guarded... The govern- 
ment is very vigilant for any signs of re- 
volt among the people, and the malcontent 
who has much to say will quite likely be 
called upon to serve as a target for the 
daily shooting exercises which are held back 
of the fort. henever a fellow in Domingo 
has anything to say about a possible change 
of government he proceeds with as much 
catition as a man in prohihition Kansas 
when he asks you to have a drink,

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., April 2%.—-A new 
science building has been erected on the 
Drury College campus.

dered it, the urbane native telling him, by 
way of explanation, ‘‘American money very 
ood, senor.’’ The Dominican dollar is a 
formidable looking coin, but it has less 
than 10 cents’ worth of silver in it. 


A Fine Field 
for the Highwayman. 

The careless manner in which money !s 
carted about from 'one place to another In 
Domingo offers a new field for the American 
highwayman, if that worthy is disposed to 
take kindly to the theory of expansion and 
go out to grow up with a new country. A 


member of one firm told me that his con- 
cern had been sending for many years, at 
regular intervals, large sums of money— 
sometimes as much as $30,000— in the inte» 
rior with no other guard than an old negro. 
The money is loaded on the backs of mules, 
the halter of each one tied to the tail of the 
one preceding it, and the caravan thus 
makes its way to its destination, traversing 
sparsely settled districts, winding along 
half-broken trails in the mountains, and 
camping wherever night overtakes it. On 
some trips the old darky loses time in get- 
ting drunk, his mules foraging while he 
sleeps off the effects of his spree. When 
taken to task by his employers for this 
carelessness he invariably replie: ‘‘I have 
never lost a dollar of your money, so why 
should you object to my having a little 
time for recreation?” 


Time Is Not 
a Thing of Value. 

If you are a person accustomed to mak- 
ing good use of your time, you will need 
to encompass yourself with patience dur- 
ing your sojourn in Domingo, for prompt- 
ness and dispatch are two names the 
reaning of which the rative has not the 


slightest comprehension. When the stamp 
clerk at the postoffice goes to his. meals, 
or to get shaved, or do anything, you 
must wait until he returns, and he is never 
in hg 2.6 The need of an assistant to 
reli@ve him, so that his absence will not 
interfere with the service of a city of 20,000 
inhabitants, has never appealed to the 
people with sufficient force to cause them 
to imsist upon a provision of this sort 
being made. They do not value their time 
at all and wait for the stamp clerk with- 
out complaint. Procrastination is the rule 
of the country. Everybody waits for ev- 
erything. When Gabriel blows his horn, 
if there are any delinquents to the sum- 
mons, the chances are a hundred to one 
that they will be from Domingo. 

Despite the fact that the country has an 
abnormal — of moss on its back, it 
has many intelligent, enterprising business 
men; men who have been to Europe and 
the United States, and who are well posted 
on international affairs. I will quote one 
of these merchants, in order to once more 
emphasize the fact that the American busi- 
ness men are not near living up to their 
opportunities for trade advancement in this 
part of the world, and to lay especial 
stress upon their likelihood of their looban 
their prestige if they continue to rely 
wholly on the geographical advantage they 
hold over their foreign competitors. 


An Instance 

of Missing Trade. 

““‘We would prefer to buy all our goods 
from the manufacturers of the United 
States,’’ said the merchant in response to 
my question, “because we can get them so 


quickly. but there are very necessary con- 
cessions ‘that the European dealers willing- 
ly grant us, which we cannot obtain from 
the Americans. Our firm has several stores 
and we handle an immense quantity of mer- 
chandise. I will tell you of my experience 
last year in the American market. I went 
to New York to do some buying for my 
concern, and I went first to a furniture 
house, where I was shown ‘the goods in the 
salesroom. Ih making my selections I 
could not use the regular suites as they 
ran, but wanted more chairs. Thev would 
not break the ldts for me. I offered to 
take a large quantity—really in excess of 


d our needsa—but they said they did not do 


business that way. I wanted the goods 
very much but did not buy. In the matter 
of shirts I met with the same experience. 
It is a pecullarity of the trade here that 
the garments must be longer «han those 
worn by the men in the states. Before

In Domingo 
he is gaining rapidly. As our ship lay at 
anchor waiting for the mail a Hamburg 
merchantman came into the offing and for 
hours there poured over its side a steady 
stream of every conceivable kind of mer- 
chandise. There were kegs of beer, boxes 
of cheese, crates of furniture, barrels of 
chinaware and bags of rice. No matter 
what port it is, or what the conditions of 
business may be there is something doing 
with the German. He is an indefatigable 
trede winner. He has apparently “hitched 
his wagon to a star,g™ that star being the 
commercial leadership of the world. ‘To 
those of us who believe that to be the ex- 
alted mission of the United States it is ev- 
ident that there must be eventually a lock- 
ing of horns, the friendly visits of princes 
to the contrary notwithstanding.

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., April 26.—Col.

SOUND OF A SMALL CANNON TER- 
RIFIED HIM. 


Wouldn’t Sleep on a Ship and Said if 
the White Men Didn’t Die He 
Should Consider Them 

* Real Gods. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—Col. Henry 
Clay Cochran is a commander in the Unitea 
States marine corps, and during his long 
service has had many novel experiences. He 
is a resident of Chester, Pa., and is now 
stationed at the League Island navy yard, 
and his duties are not s0 onerous as to 
prevent his indulging on occasions in remin- 
iscences of his earlier years. 

Some 30 years ago Col. Cochran, then a 
captain, was ordered to duty at San Fran- 
cisco, after having unsuccessfully endeav- 
ored to obtain a detail on the man-of-war 
Wabash. “It was at that time,” said the 
colonel recently, “that I learned the im- 
portance of not making the same mistake 
twice. I never asked for orders again. I took 
what was coming to me in the navy de- 
partment. The only part of the navigable 
globe that I have missed since then is the 
stretch between Port Said and the Philip- 
pines.”’ 

The journey from San Francisco to Phil- 
adelphia in the days when Col. Cochran 
was ordered there was not as luxurious as 
it is today. He went via Panama, crossed 
the isthmus on a small railroad and took 
another sidewheel steamer to San Fran- 
cisco, It was quick passage then to make 
the trip in 30 days. The gunboat to which 
Col. Cochran was assigned was ordered 
back to Panama. While there a 2 
was received from Hamilton: Fish, i. Sear. 
ident Grant's cabinet, to proceed at once 
to the Fiji islands and find out what was 
tne matter with George H. Burt, a citizen 
of Pennsylvania, who had, as alleged by an 
American consul in Australia, been out-

“It was a bright and beautiful morni 
like one of our June days at home,” sati 
Col. Cochran, ‘“‘when we arrived in the 
bay of Levuka. We were told that the 
king lived on the island of Bau, about 
twenty miles distant, and I was sent to 
bring him aboard ship for trial. It was 
the first time, 1 believe, that a steamshi 
had ever been seen in those waters. sail. 
ing vessels and whalers had put in there, 
but never a steamboat. 

“When our little Jaunch ran alongside of 
the landing stage at Bau—a little pier of 
cocoanut shells swaying with the tide—the 
Fiji islanders had no use for us. If it had 
not been for the kindly offices of the Brit- 
ish missionaries I do not know what we 
should have done. When we had explained 
our errand thé missionaries took us to 
Thakonbau’s palace. It was made entirely 
of cocoanut and cocoanut fiber, without a 
nail in it. The ground surface was about 
fifty by forty feet. The partitions between 
the rooms were of tapa, a cloth that the 
natives made from the inner bark of theo 
mulberry tree. The garment that Thakon- 
bau wore was of the same material, a 
queer-looking thing that reached from Ais 
neck to his knes. 


Fiji Islander ee 
a Warlike King. : 
_ “The king invited us to luncheon, @ re- 
past of bananas and goat’s milk. We de- 
clined and accepted an invitation from the 
missionaries. From them we learned that 
if we wished to make any progress with 
the king we should talk to him of war. 
While a peaceable man in practice, he was 
intensely interested in military operations 
and thought of nothing but guns and gun- 
powder. He had never seen either, but ne 
had great ideas of their persuasiveness. 
“Well; after luncheon with the mission- 
aries we went back to the cocoanut palace 


to persuade Thakonbau to come aboard our 
launch. It seems that he had sent members 
of his council down to inspect the craft 
and that they had cautioned him to keep 
away from the ‘fire craft,’ which could be 
nothing but an emissary of the devil. 
Through the missionaries we made it un- 
derstood that Thakonbau's presence was de- 
sired by our commander and that if he did 
not come willingly we should be compelled 
to resort to other measures. 

‘The old King walked all over his little 
island, almost, taking counsel here and 
there, while we sat in the shade of his 
cocoanut palace and waited. Finally he 
agreed to come with us if his sons, Joseph 
and Timothy, with one of the British mis- 
sionaries, might be permitted to accom- 
pany him. It was overcrowding our launch 
a little, but we agreed. The missionaries 
explained to us that since his conversion 
Thakonbau had rechristened all his sons 
after biblical characters. Joseph and Tim- 
othy were his favorites. 

“After the whole thing was over the mis- 
sionary who accompanied us told us what 
Thakonbau had said to his elders and they 
to him before he consented to go with us. 
They told ‘him that ft required a brave man 
to go aboard the fireboat and that he was 
the embodiment of bravery. If it was the 
intention of the men on the fireboat to carry 
him away among strange people, perchance 
to kill him, what matter? He could come 
a to them, whether in the flesh or the 
spirit. 

“Once the start was effected Thakonbau 
made up his mind to go the limit. His con- 
duct was — dignity personified. The 
way he threw the end of that tapa garment 
around his shoulder, in imitation of Napo- 
leon’s cloak, was a caution. 
footed and bareheaded. We gave him the 
place of honor in the boat—the stern seat. 
The British missionary sat on his right and 
his two sons on his left. 


Steam Gave 
Him Terror. 

“We pushed the launch well away from 
the cocoanut plier before the engineer was 
told to put on steam. Following the naval 
regulations he tested his escape valve. The 
siss-ss-ss of steam made the old king jump 
from his seat. He would have leaped over- 
board to swim ashore but for the restrain- 
ing hand of the missionary. He put his 
Bible between.his knees and clasped the 
seat with both hands. Nothing was said 
as we steamed away over the smooth sur- 


face of the bay. We youngsters were glad 
at the success of our mission. 

“The boiler door opened right into the 
stern pit, where we were sitting. The fire- 
man, never thinking of his royal highness, 
opened the boller door to put on more coal. 
The sight of the glowing fire -was another 
shock to the King. He said something in 
an undertone to the missionary. I learned 
afterward what it was. He said: 

“*You white men—I might think you 
were gods; but rou die.’ 

“When we came in aight of the ship it 
was apparent to those on board that we ad 
the King with us, so they decided to give 
him a salute. The puff of smoke from the 
little brass cannon and the reverbations of 
the shot over the bay simply stupefied the 
King. He looked at the missionary and 
gravely shook his head. After that what 
could he expect?

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CRANKS WRITE TO 
MRS, ROOSEVELT 


Protest Against Alterations‘ 
in White House. 


BAGS FULL OF THE LETTERS 


PRESIDENT’S FAMILY CRAMPED 
FOR LIVING ROOM. 


Some Go So Far as to Say She Is Only a 
Temporary Occupant and Should 
Not Make Such Radical 
Changes. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—Mrs. Roosevelt 
is learning by experience that the cranks 
of the United States resent any changes in 
the White House. Several days ago !t was 
announced that it was the intention of Mrs. 
Roosevelt to remodel the great East Room, 
change the fireplaces and make it practical- 
ly a state dining room, although it would 
retain its characteristics as a show parlor 
when it was not required for dining pur- 
poses. By this shift Mrs. Roosevelt will 
be enabled to turn the present state dining 
room into a family dining room and use the 


present family dining room for a sitting 
room, an apartment she has not under the 
present arrangement of the White House, 
The changes contemplated in the East 
Room will not change its character except 
to make it more peautiful. he famous 
portraits will remain on the walls. There 
will be a magnificent rug, especially made, 
instead of the present velvet carpet. 


Vigorous 
Objection Made. 

Still, as soon as it became known that 
any change was in contemplation, the let- 
ter-writers began. This week Mrs. Roose- 
velt has been inundated by letters from ec- 
centric persons in all parts of the country, 
protesting against any change whatever in 


the character of the rooms. These writ- 
ers say they are “‘patriots,’’ and are most 
vigorous in their statements. They tell 
Mrs. Roosevelt that she is a mere tempo- 
rary weet of the White House, and 
that she has no right to do anything to 
oe White House, which belongs to the peo- 
ple. 

At first Mrs. Roosevelt was disposed to 
laugh at thesé letters, but they are 80 
numerous, filling several: mail bags every 
day, and are so forcible in expression, that 
she is now somewhat annoyed. She has no 
desire, of course, to change in any way the 
Interior of the White House except for its 
betterment. At the same time she must 
have more room. It has been many years 
since a President with five —" a grow- 
ing children and one young lady daughter 
eccupied the place, and there has en 
much squeezing and arranging to get the 
brood all in and not have them sleep on 
cots in the hallways. 


No Room 
for Housekeeping. 

As a matier of fact, Mrs. Roosevelt has 
less room for her housekeeping operations, 
so far as private sitting, dining and sleep- 
ing rooms are concerned, than the woman 


who occuples a nine-room flat in New York. 
The first lady of the land recently confided 
to friends that she dreaded making the 
smallest change in the mansion. She had 
an unhappy time last autumn, when she re- 
moved some handsome old mahogany fur- 
niture from the boys’ room and substituted 
some white fron bedsteads and oak chiffon- 
lers. She gave as her reason that boys 
would be boys, and she feared the old ma- 
hogany might be injured by their frolics. 
The old furniture she had carefully 
wrapped and stored in the basement. 

When this alteration became known to 
the public letters came pouring in by the 
hundreds. The mail was almost congest- 
ed, and the burden of all the correspon- 
dence was that she had no right to re- 
move the historic belongi of the White 
House and substitute ‘“‘trash."”” Already 
Mrs. Roosevelt has received criticisms be- 
cause she desires a new set of china and 
some glassware and silver. The shades 
of the departed mistregses of the White 
House are invoked against relegating their 
treasures to the background. Thile Mrs. 
Roosevelt does not take these protests se- 
riously, nevertheless they annoy her and 
discourage her earnest efforts to improve 
the somewhat antiquated presidential 
dwelling. She has already bought a com- 
plete outfit of linen and her next step 
will be to modernize the table service. 


Poor Showing 

at White House. 
At present the White House can make a 
showing with only one of a dozen or more 
private homes. The British and German 
embassios have magnificent china and sil- 


ver, while the multi-millionaires who make 
their winter home at the capitol can sur- 
pass the President’s possessions in every 
way. The French and Italian embassies are 
getting elegant ware for their new homes 
and itis a matter of _— with Mrs, Roose- 
velt that the White House table should be 
furnished in a manner suitable to the dig- 
nity and importance of the nation. 

The question of room in the White House 
has become so serious that Congress has 
been debating all this session whether it 
would be best to build a building for the 
executive or business offices of the Presi- 
dent, or a mansion for the President some- 
where in the city and reserve the White 
House exclusively for business and officia! 
functions. A plan evolved was to build a 
building near the White House, connected 
with it by a tunne], which should contain 
the executive offices of the President, the 
state department and the department of 
justice. Plans for an imposing building on 
the lines of the Congressional] Librar Rave 
been prepared, but there is obiection in 
Congress to putting ‘up such a building near 
the ite House to dwarf it.

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HORRIBLE DEATH 
BY MAD DOG BITE 


Came From Texas to Atlanta 
for Treatment. 


WAS THREE WEEKS TOO LATE 


MEDICAL SCIENCE COULD DO 
NOTHING FOR HIM. 


George Jenkins Had Been Bitten by a 
Pet Dog Which Died From Hydro- 
phobia and He Deferred 
Treatment Too Long. 


ATLANTA, Ga., April 26.—George Jen- 
kins of Bryan, Tex., died from a violent 
attack of hydrophobia at 38 Auburn ave- 
nue. He had been brought to Atlanta the 
day before for treatment at the Pasteur 
Institute, but the dread disease had pro- 

essed too far for any treatment to stay 
ts course. 

The unfortunate man died in a convulsion 
and the last hours of his life were marked 
with all the violent symptoms of the rabies. 
He tore the bed- clothes into rags and 
clutched at this fiesh in a wild delirium. 

he lay upon the bed with the glare 
of a mad animal turning green his star- 
ing eyes, he would, in his rational mo- 
ments, beg those about him to be careful 
and not let him bite them. 

Jenkins, who belongs to one of the fore- 
most families of Bryan, Tex., was bitten 
by a mad dog six weeks ago. The story 
was read and inquiries led to his being 
brought to Atlanta for treatment. 


The Mad Dog 

Was a Pet. 
The dog that bit him was a small ant- 
mal and a household pet. The animal first 


became nervous and had a few convul- 
sions. He refused his food, and his throat 
became paralyzed. There was a green and 
f'assy stare out of his eyes, and his joints 
began to stiffen with parte aralysis. 

The Jenkins family siieved the pet dog 
had been poisoned, and they began to treat 
him, While George Jenkins held the dog 
to administer medicine the animal snapped 
at him and bit him on a finger on the 
right hand. It was scarcely more than a 
scratch, and at first gave no trouble. 

Many who had seen the dog said he was 
mad, but the Jenkins family would not be- 
lieve it. The dog finally died. 


Wound Began 

to Pain Him, 

A few days later the wound on George 
Jenkins’ hand began to give him pain, and 
he called to see Dr. J. W. Cabitt, the fam- 


ily physician. Dr. Cabitt believed the 
wound had been made by an animal with 
hydrophobia. A message making inquiries 
about the Pasteur Institute resulted in Jen- 
kins leaving for Atlanta with his brother, 
Edward, and Dr. Cabitt. 

Dr. James N. Brawner of the Pasteur 
institute received a telegram to meet the 
arty at New Orleans. The doctor, not 
nowing that the patient was ill, replied, 
telling them to come on at once to Atlan- 
ta. A second telegram requested Dr. 
Brawner to meet the party at Montgom- 
ory and he did so. 

r. Brawner found Jenkins with all the 
symptoms of a well-marked case of the 
rabies, and he told Dr. Cabitt that the 
Pasteur treatment would be of no use as 
the case had not been taken in hand in 
time. Dr. Cabitt insisted upon coming 
on to Atlanta, however. 


He Was 
Closely Guarded. 


Jenkins was taken to a boarding house 
at 38 Auburn avenue, which adjoins the 


Pasteur institute. He walked quietly to 
the cab and showed no signs of yvplence. 
In the railroad train he had been carefully 
guarded in a private compartment in a 
sleeper. 

Dr. Brawner administered the first 
course of the Pasteur treatment, but the 
did so only upon the insistence of the phy- 
sician from Texas. During the evening the 
patient began to show signs of great nerv- 
ousness, and he was placed under the in- 
fluence of morphine. @ narcotic had but 
little effect. e@ ask Dr. Brawner sev- 
eral times if there was any chance for 
him to recover, and when told that he 
would pull through, he replied: 

“That's right, go on and lie to me, You 
know you only say that just to keep up 
my spirits.”” Which was true. 

He said he did not suffer the least pain. 


During His 

Last Hours. 
As the night wore on the symptoms of 
hydrophobia became more and more pro- 
nounced and toward daylight the patient 
raved in delirium. When at himself he 
would turn to those at his bedside and 
exclaim: 
“For God’s suke be careful and don’t ict 
me bite any of you.” 
At 6 o’clock he had a severe convulsoin, 
and in a few minutes he was dead. 
Dr. Brawner stated that if Jenkins had 
been brought to Atlarita three weeks ago, 
his life would have bebn saved. Fully five 
weeks were allowed to elapse before the 
trip to Atlanta was decided upon. 

Fesikins’ body was taken back to his 
home in Texas. He was 3 years of age, 
and leaves a wife.

‘but after nearly three years of study failed 
in mathematics at an examination and was 
‘compelled to relinquish his chances for a 
regular army commission.

If Van Schafck walloped nearly a whole 
class vf West Point seniors when its mem- 
bers tried to haze him, that circumstance 
did not interfcre with his pqpularity at the 
academy. It was Van Schaick’s intention 
to be a soldier because he felt the call with- 
in him that to bear arms was his vocation. 

e had failed at the examinations of Jan- 
uary, 1899. There was war then, and the 
young man concluded that he would be a 
soldier even if he went to war without the 
@anction of the military academy. Having 
been downed by mathematics, he sought to 
be saved by politics. Senator Thomas C. 
Platt became interested in him and se- 
cured his appointment as a gecond lieuten- 
ant. few months later he was made a

LIBERTY FOR L 


Drank Vino in the Philippines 
and Got Lost With 


a Companion. 


IS CHARGED WITH TREASON 


ESCAPED IN JAPAN TO BE 
CAUGHT IN ST. LOUIS. 


Got off Box Car at Jefferson Barracks 
to Avoid a Watchman’s Club, 
But Encountered Two 
Fierce Policemen. 


Ernest Wilde, a British subject, occupies 
a cell in the guard house at Jefferson Bar- 
racks, awaiting transportation to the fed- 
eral prison on Alcatraz Island, off the 
California coast, to serve a 99-year sentence 
for treason to the United States. 

If Wilde had not falsely sworn that he 
was a citizen of the United States he could 
net have found his way into his present 
miserable predicament, for he would not 
have been accepted as a recruit for the 
United States army in &St. Louis,’ Dec, 5, 
1899, and shipped to. the Philippines. 

He had been in active service on Luzon 
Island only about one month when he dis- 
appeared from the camp of his own com- 
pany, B of the Twelfth Infantry, at a town 
called Panequle, 50 miles from Manila. For 
20 days he remained absent. 

Then he turned up in Tarlac, 20 miles 
from Paniquie, and surrendered. He said 
he had bean captured by the insurgents 
and, with much difficulty, had escaped. 
With him was a soldier named Kenney, 
from the Fourth Cavalry, who told the 
Same story. 

Instead of taking Wilde's word and per- 
mitting him to rejoin his command, the 


before a general courtmartial], charging him 
with desertion and specifying that he had 
quit cemp to join and fight with the Fill- 
pino insurgents. 

On this charge and specification Wilde 
was convicted. He was sentenced to Al- 
catraz island prison. 


Wilde Crawled Through 

Port Hole in Japan. 

In August, 1900, Wilde, with some 75 other 
military prisoners, 
transport Grant. bound for Alcatraz prison. 
At Nagasaki, Japan, the transport stopped 
to coal. During its stay there, Wilde es- 
caped from the ship by climbing through a 
port hole and dropping into a waiting boat 
at night. 

He hid around the shipyards at Nagasaki 
until the transport sailed and then shipped 
as a s€aman on an English merchant ves- 
sel bound for Portland, Ore. After reaching 
America, he spent several months in hos- 
pitals in California until he had regained 
sufficient strength to make a living. When 
he did, he turned to his artistic talents. 

In the streets of Salt Lake City he set up 
an easel and, for 10 cents each, sketched 
the profiles of passersby while they waited. 
Following this work he went to Salina, 
Kan., and later to New Orleans. 

There he spent what money he had saved 
for intoxicants, he says, and. in his des- 
peration, shipped aboard an English supply 
ship for South Africa as a muleteer. 
Returning from Durban to New Orleans. 
early in the present year, he worked his 
way north, making pictures and doing la- 
boring work to pay his way. When money 
was slack he would steal a ride from town 
to town. He came to 8t. Louis in a box 
car. He dropped off at Jefferson Barracks 
to avoid the watchmen. As he went north 
on South Broadway, two policemen stopped 
him in front of the new addition to Lemp’'s 
brewery, where Thirteenth street runs into 
South Broadway. 

They questioned him. He said he was an 
artist and had formerly been in the army. 
“A deserter,” they exclaimed, and after 
some hesitation Wilde admitted that he 
was. His presence in the Jefferson Bar- 
racks guardhouse is the result of the ad- 
mission. 

“Four years ago I left my home in Can- 
ada to see if I could not better my con- 
dition In some other part of the world. Now 
I will be lucky ff I even get to see my 
home again.”’ 

Wilde made this comment as he began a 
recital to the Post-Dispatch of his pecullar- 
Iy checkered career in the interval. 

‘‘When I started from Jefferson Barracks 
for the Philippines in the uniform of a 
United States soldier in December, 1899."’ 
he said, “I little thought that I would be 
back here in less than three years a pris- 
oner of other United States soldiers and

Innocent of Charge 

On Which He is Convictod. 

“It was foolish for me to enter the army 
the way I did anyhow, but I think I am get- 
ting more punishment than any kind of 
foolishness could deserve. I am absolutely 
innocent of the crime of which, I under- 
stand, I was convicted. 

“When I left home in Hamilton. Ont.. 

I went to Chicago. I remained there about 
a year and then came to 8t. Louis. I! 
had been a draughtsman in Hamilton and I 
had studied art a little and decided to try 
my luck at making pictures here. 
“I remember in the early part of 1899 
when the Nashville came up the Mississippi, 
and the crowds went down to the river to 
see her. I stood on the levee and made 
money selling for 10 cents each drawings I 
made of persons while they waited. 

“T had some money after the Nashville 
left, and I decided to go out West. I 
went as far as Seattle and then came back, 
going from town to town en route. I drank 
considerable on the trip and when I got 
back I was broke.” 

“I was disgusted and lonesome. I didn't 
know anybody in 8t. Louis, anéd when you

“Tt was in December, 1899, that I enlisted. 
We iled for Manila after being in Frisco 
about @ month, and after we reached Ma- 
nila our company was sent to a place called 
Paniquie, about 650 miles distant, on the 
islani of Luzon. ‘There was no fighting 
aroun there. We had been there only 
about a month when I drank too much 
vino one day and wandered away from 
camp.

lon’t remember exactly what hap- 
pened. I don’t know where I wandered, 
‘except that I wandered far away from 
camp and fell asleep, and when I awoke I 
was ina camp of Filipincs. I couldn't un- 
derstand thir language. 

“Thev seemed to think they were being 
chased by Americanos, for they went hik- 
ing cvery day., They forced me to accom- 
pany them on these hikes, and to carry a 
medicine chest. 


Ceptors Gave Them 

Little to Eat. 

“They gave me very little to eat. I was 
with them 20 days and was almost starved. 
I concluded I might just as well die by 
trying to escape as by starvation. 

“Another American soldier was in cap- 
tivity with me. His name is Kenney. He 
belonged to the Fourth Cavalry. He and 
I planned to escape together. 

“While the Filipinos, all but the guard, 
were aslesp one night, we managed to 
elude, the guard and escape through, the 
bamboo fields. The rustling of the bamboo 
attracted the guard and woke the camp. 
They fired at us, but di4d not hit us. We 
had secured a couple of Mausers from sleep- 
ing ‘niggers’ before starting and we replied 
with these. They didn’t follow. 


Escaped Without 

Knowing Destination. 

“We didn’t know where we were at the 
time, but but we kept walking until we 
struck a town, which proved to be Tarlac. 
We surrendered, Kenney and I, to the com- 
manding cfficer. He was a colonel, I think 
Col. Liscum was his name. 

“We were placed in the. guard house 
after we surrendered and ordered to appear 
before a general courtmartial. I don't re- 
member who was on the courtmartial, ex- 
cept that a captain named J. A. Mitchell 
was the judge-advocate. I had no lawyer, 
no witnesses. The judge-advocate was the 
only one who asked me any questions. 
Afier a short session, I was placed in the 
guard house. I was never told anything 
about the result of the courtmartia! official- 
ly. but I learned through the guards that 
I had been found guilty of desertion and of 
joining the insurgents and fighting with 
them. That was tn July, 1900. In August I 
was placed on board the transport Grant 
with about 75 other military prisoners, in- 
cluding Kenney, who had also been con- 
victed, but didn’t know what sentence he 
had received. 

“We were all placed in one large apart- 
ment in the forward hatch. The apart- 
ment was reached by a staricase, running 
down from the deck. Guards were sta- 
tioned ai the top of the staircase. 


Planned to Escepe 

at Japan Port. 

“The principal topic of conv ersition 
among the prisoners after the transport 
started away from Manila was the possible 
means of escape. We all decided that the 
time to try was when the transport stopped 
at Nagasaki, Japan, to coal. 

“I didn’t bother about what the others 
did. I was principally interested in trying 
to escape myself. From the deck of the 
transport I could see down on the water 
line a number of small boats, sandpans 
they call them over there, and I heard thai 
the bovs tn them hovered around the trans- 
port day and night in hope of making a 
little money by carrying an American 
ashore. 

“T decided that it was my play to give 
one of those boy Japs who owned the sand- 
pans a chance to make a little extra money. 
That night about midnight I fastened a 
long rope to a hook.inside one of the port- 
holes. Then I threw the other end out 
through the porthole ro down to the ta 
ter's edge. I felt sure one of: the lit

Slid Down a Rope 

to a Japanese Boat. 

“So I pitched my clothing out into the 
water first and then grabbing the rope 
with my hands stuck my feet through 
and then wriggled my body through. It 
was a mighty tight place, though. When 


| I got my head through, I slid down the 
|Trope into a boat where, fortunately, my 


clothing had dropped. 
“The Jap rowed me into shore and I gave 


} him a dollar. all I had. But when I found 


myself ‘broke’ next day I was sorry I had 
given him the dollar, as I found out that 
he would have done it for a dime. 

“Well. I stayed around the shipyards on 
the opposite of the bay to where the Grant 
was moored and watched with considerable 
satisfaction as it pulled out without me. 

“Then I shipped as a sailor on a British 
merchant veserel, the Conway of Liverpool, 
to Portland, Ore. 
tober, 19%. I was very sick. I spent some 
time in a hospital there, and iater in a 
hosplial at Los Angeles, Cal. I had chills 
and fever, and it was several months be- 
fore I lost them. 

“When I was able I started to Salt Lake 
City and re-established myself as a corner 
‘teeta sketcher. I put up an easel on a 

usy corner and was soon making money 
sketching profiles. But my fondness for 
drink returned with my prosperity and I 
was soon without easel or money. 

“After working as a laborer in the Aspen 
tunnel to get a ‘stake’ together again I 
went to Salina, Kan., where I again put up 
the easel. 

fter a few months there I went South, 
locating in New Orleans. It was the Salt 
Lake story over again there. I prospered. 
got drunk and went ‘brcke.’ Then I had 
the Texas fever to ada to my other 
troubses. As a diversion, being without 
money. I decided to => to South Africa 
as a muleteer on a Bri‘ish- transport. I 
made the trip to Durban and back in com- 
any with several other Ameftcans. includ- 
ng @ man named John Simcoe, a wrestler 
and prize fighter from Cincinnatt. 
Several of the Boys 

Enlisted at Durban. 

‘““‘We were kept pretty busy on the trip. 
Several of the boys joined the English 
army at Durban. They tried to get us 
all to do so, but I had all the army expert- 
ence I wanted. I will say right here that 
I had no idea that I would ever be recog- 
nized as a deserter and arrested again. 

‘I didn’t go on shore at South Africa at 
all. When we got back to New Orleans 
and were paid off, I started north. I worked 
as a laborer, made pictures and stole rides 
on freight trains on my way. When } 
reached Cairo, I wrote a letter to my moth- 
er, Mrs. Edmund Wilde. I had not writ- 
ten to her for three years and I thought 
it was about time. I told her to address 
the letter to the peaterios at St. Louls. 

“Then I started for St. Louis, intendin 
to steal my way as far as could. 
stopped at Crystal City and worked a few 
days and then started for St. outa I 
caught an Iron Mountain freight that was 


due to reach 8t. Louls W 
of this week. ey 

“To show you how little I feared detec- 
tion as-a deserter, I dropped off at Jcffer- 
son Barracks. I did this because IL had 
hc ard that there was a watchman at Caron- 
delet who carried a big club for use on the 
heads of men who attempted to steal rides. 
Fear of a Watchman 

Caused His Capture. 

“I walked up the road from the barracks 
to the city limits and started north on 
Broadway. I walked as far north as Lemp's 
brewery, when I was stopped by two po- 
licemen. They began asking me questions. 
I told them I was going to the postoffice 
to see if there was a letter there from 
my mother, and they seemed to doubt me. 
They wanted to know my business. I told 
them I was an artist and that I had been 
in the army. . 

“‘Aha! a deserter,” said one of them. 

I said I wasn't, but they Kept on talking 
4 me and advising me that the best. thing 
for me to do was to tell the truth, until 
they coaxed me into admitting that I was a 
deserter.

I was presented to 
Mrs} BHtsu Nishikawa, wife of the Rev. 
Toma Nishikawa of Kobe, Japan. 
A small woman with a graceful figure rose 
to greet me. A pair of very black and very 
sHiny eyes looked bashfully up and the 
reddest of lips parted over large but sound 
and even white teeth in order that the 
cwner might bid me welcome. 
The olive skin of the little woman became 
daintily flushed, her hands clasped each 
other, not awkwardly, but stfll not after 
the easy fashion of the woman who knows 
the world. There was much in her man- 
ner that suggested the girl reared in the 
convent. 
But Mrs. Nishikawa has had no convent 
training. Her’s is the natural manner of the 
woman of the Orient. Perhaps, indeed, the 
women in her country might consider her 
the least bit bold. But you would scarcely 
dare to think of boldness and Mrs. Nishik- 
awa in the same half hour. 


She Was 
Extremely Reticent. 


I was afraid that my conversation would 
be only with her husband. He was a stu- 
dent at Central College in Fayette, Mo., 
and at Vanderbilt, Tenn., several years ago, 
and speaks English with much fluency. He 
is here to do post-graduate work as is his 
wife who is a graduate of the girl's college 
in Kobe, Japan. 

Mr. and Mrs. Nishikawa are on their way 
from Japan to Dallas, Texas, where Mrs. 
Nishikawa will be a delegate to the gen- 
eral conference of the Southern Methodist 
Church. For a week they will be the guests 
of Mr. and Mrs. Stephan. 

They arrived in San Francisco April 4 
and have spent-some time in Kansas City. 
Mrs. Nishikawa prefers St. Louis to either 
of those cities, but her husband says it is 
because she has not been down town. 

‘My wife is eager to learn the English 
language well, and I think you can never 
learn a language well unless you visit the 
country where it is spoken,’’ said Mr. Nish- 
ikawa.

THIRTY ELEPHANTS TO WATER. | 


Largest Tent Ever Made Will Shelter 
Eighteen Thousand, If Need There 


Be, Agent Brady Says. 


J. J. Brady, agent of the Ringling Bros,’ 
circus, is here preparing the way for the 
big show, which is to be in St. Louls for a 
week, beginning Monday, May 6. 

“Always a big circus,”’ he says, “the 
show now is far greater and better than 
ever.”’ 

That is a big claim to make, where the 


shew is known as superior and almost the 
limit of size. 

‘*Yes,.’"’ said Mr. Brady, ““we have more 
horses, use more cars and put up a canvas 
that will permit us to seat 15,000 people. 
Think of a roof under which even 18,000 
people can be sheitered, if need be, and 
you will grasp the idea of a tent such as 
ours, the largest ever made. Under (ius 
huge canvas we hav: three rings, two 
stages and a quarter of a mile race track. 
In these rings are engaged at different 
times 300 performers. Does that appeal to 
you as showing bigness? Then we cafry 
50S norses, and set up in each nlace more 
than 15 tents in all. Among these are a 
barber shop, a hospital, horse tents, pony 
quarters. cook tents, dinning quarters and 
80 on. We also carry a veterinary surgeon 
and three assistants, a dentist, a physician, 
bootmaker, pharmacist, postmaster and a 
preacher—about all the professiona! require- 
ments of a good-sized village. ‘The colony 
of 1000 souls moves from piace to place 
in 6 cars, making usually four sections for 
railroad convenience, and every one is 
boarded by the management. 

‘In the menagerie we have 30 elephants, 
nearly twice as many as are in the United 
States outside of our herd, and a giraffe, 
The rarest of all wild animals. This beast 
is the topliner of the menagerie collec- 
tion, as may be understood when it is 
known that she represents in cold cash 
£20,600, and must be cared for like roy- 
alty. The last giraffe known to be in 
captivity died in the London Zoo a little 
while ago. We lost one in 1596. They 
are sensitive to change, and go off easily 
from throat or lung trouble. 

“A keeper travels with this precious 
‘lady bird,’. living in a room at the end 
of the same cage. He never leaves her, 
and prepares all her food, which is choice 
herbage and imported milk. The milk is 
a Pht Me brand, made in Germany. 

“The giraffe reached our show direct 
from Africa last May, after a three months’ 
journey. She has grown a foot since land- 
ing in America, and seems to thrive on 
the air and treatment of her new I,me. 
Still. a rigorous climate may change ail of 
this at any time, and may take her hurried- 
ly to the place where all good giraffes go 
sooncr or later. 

“Why don't we come oftener? For the 
Jast three or four years we have begun 
our season in the far east, exhibiting in 
Roston early, and then worked toward the 
Pacific coast. There are 150 circus days 
ie a year, 80 you can see how impossible 
{t is tc go to all the cities that we would 
like to visit.’’

GOLD ‘EXPORTS PROBABLE 


Railroad Situation Favorable and 
Tendency Is Towards Consolida- 
tion of Transportation 
Facilities. 


NEW YORK, April 26..-With a period of 
growth of the winter wheat orop and the 
approach of the seeding period for corn and 
spring wheat, the stock market this week 
has reflected the importance attached to 
the crop prospect as outlining the hope 
ot continued prosperity for ti.e whvule coun- 
try The remarkable hot weather early in 
the week and the absence of moisture 
turned the prices of stocks downwards and 
there was no appreciable rallying tendency 
until the reacticn in wheat and reports of 
rain in the. southwest gave ope of rolief 
from the threatening conditions. 

The leading speculative interest in the 
Stock market is very active, also in the 
grain markets, and for this reason much 
manipulation was evident in both markets 
and current rumors were much given to 
exaggeration. For instance, reports in cir- 
culation that the coming ci.up was seriously 
threatened are scarcely warranted at a 
time when the seed is not even in the 
ground. The influence of last year's corn 
shortage is too obvious in the country’s 
domestic and foreign traffic not to make 
the outcome of the coming crop one of 
paramount importance. During the current 
year the corn shortage has not materially 
affected the merchandise movement to the 
corn region, as the people there were in 
prosperous condition from several good 
previous years. As is always the case also, 
the shortage in corn led to large market- 
ing of live stock, so that the railrond traf- 
fic was well maintained. But another corn 
crop failure could not bu: matertally affect 
the earning power of railroads. 

After ~ ype | through the winter in only 
mcderate condition the winter wheat crop 
has. undoubtedly suffered considerable de- 
terioration during the past week... Notwith- 
standing the strong influence ofthe grain 
situation it is obvious that strong and ag- 
gressive speculative forces are still active 
in the stock market, and they have been 
alert in shifting from one point to another 
and developing strong spots. 

Confidence in the general railroad situa- 
tion is fostered by the generally high level 
of earnings reported, and by such: special 
exhibits as the annua! report of Lake Shore, 
with its great surplus earnings over ¢x- 
traordinary expenditures out of earnings 
for betterments. 

The details of the great international 
steamship merger are aecepted as evidence 
of progress towards the strengthening and 
consolidation of the transportation facilis 
ties, both domestic and international of the 
country. 

The working out of the community of in- 
terest in the anthracite carriers is also in 
evidence and some of the week's buying of 
the Reading has admittedly been in the in- 
terest of the great trunk line systems_in 
furtherance of the policy of division of con- 
trol of that traffic amongst them.

The present extraordinary accumulation 
of banking reserves in France is a subject 
of wonder in the financial wofid. The con- 
jecture that a large loan to Russia was in 
contemplation has been overthrown by the 
authoritative. statement that the Russian 
loan floated-in*Germany was with.the stip- 
ulation that no further Russian loan would 
-be offered wihin a year. The French ac- 
cumulation is now supposed to be simply 
due.to a prevalent spirit of distrust by in- 
vestors. due to heavy losses in Russian 
and other industrials. It is expected that 
a satisfactory outcome of the elections in 
France may lead to some outflow of French 
capital into the channels of investment. 
Some tentative steps were taken towards 
securing the admission of American secu- 
rities to the Paris bourse, or towards the 
removal of obstacles to the admission cf 
foreign securities there, to which import- 
ance is attached. “Meantime American cap- 
italists are availing themselves of the 
abundant resources of the French money 
market in the carrying out of syndicate 
projects and the London market is indebt- 
ed to Paris on a scale probably unprece- 
dented. '

“The race is bound to produce a splendid 
Contest as the weights are fairly adjusted, 
and, no matter what the condition of the 
track may be it will be a horse race from 
start to finish. The field will probably num-

ber about a dozen, and as it will be the; 


first important race of the season in 8t. 
Louis, racing enthusiasts will view it with 
Gonsiderable interest. 

The Inaugural was started for the first 
time in 1892 ‘and. some of the most famous 
horses in the country have been contenders 
in it. For the first three years the dis- 
tance was six furlongs, but ever since it 
has been a mile, The change was & popular 
One, as it gave a better idea of the relative 
merits of those engaged in it. 

/Ed Corrigan's Helter Skelter won the 
first in 1892, and in the following year Ser- 
Vice, a sensational performer around here, 
Won. In 1894 the event was captured by 
the peerless Yo Tambien, and the record- 
breaking Libertine won it in 18%. 

‘Assignee, Macy and What-er-Lou won 
it in 1896, 1897 and 1898 respectively, and Fred 
Foster’s Doctor Shephard came home first 
fn 1899. The California sprinter Yellow Tail 
landed the prize in 1900, and Schorr’s Derby 
winner Silverdale annexed it last year. 

Which will win it jn 1902 is now the ques- 
tion. A casual glance at the # that have 
accepted the conditions reveals the fact 
that a large percentage of them are mere 
Sprinters and cannot be given a chance 
even if they start. Horses like Santa Ven- 
tura and Hainault have no chance at the 
distance if their former performance is 
taken Into account. 


. 
TEN HAVE A CHANCE. 

There are probably ten horses that may 
be fairly considered to have a reasonable 
chance to be first in the Inaugural, and the 
Post-Dispatch is of the opinion that Lady 
Strathmore, the property of T. P. Hayes, is 
the most dangerous candidate for first hon- 
ors. She is a high-class mare and can run 
@ mile on.a good track in 1:4. 

Until Thursday last it was not known 
what condition she was in, but her first 
race at Nashville demonstrated beyond a 
doubt that she is in splendid condition and 
fit to run the race of her life. Carrying 116 
pounds she ran Ed Austin.to a head in the 
inaugural dash for six furlongs in the good 
time of 1:13%. 

This {s a grand performance for a first 
start, The most brilliant race of her career 
was last year at Delmar in a 
three-quarter dash when ~she 
Virtually left at the post, yet 
‘actually walked ‘thome from 
good ones as Kindred and Found. The 
Strathmores have a proverbial fondness for 
heavy going, so that even if the track is 
muddy it will not lessen her chances. 

With @ capacity to run six furlongs in 
close to 1:13, ability to negotiate any kind 
of going, nicely handicapped at 112 pounds 
and vertain to go the route, it is difficult 
to see how with ordinary racing luck she 
can be beaten. She will be ridden by a 
brilifant young rider, Frank O'Neill, -who 
was the equal of any jockey here last year. 

Peaceful, a 5-year-old by St. Florian— 
Imp. Serene, is a horse with a great turn of 
speed, but his performances so far this year 
are @ decided disappointment. He is good 
only on a hard, fast track, and if {ft Is soft 
or sloppy he need not be considered.

W YORK, April %.—It has been made 


plain that J. Pierpont Morgan's real in- 
‘tention is to girdle the globe and capture 
‘the carrying trade of the world. All he 
meeds is the Russian Transsiberian road, 
which American engineers are building. 
Tonight Mr. Morgan is planning to build 
Tailways in China. He has asked China for 
@ permit. Last week he secured the Trans- 
atlantic steamers. This week he was after 
the South American ships and railways. 
What next he will do no man knows. 
But while Mr. Morgan is combining the 
,big carrying lines of the globe there are 
‘more than 1000 ships—tramp ships—lying at 
American ports unable to secure cargoes. 


These ships belong to small fellows . who’ 


do not control railways, hence are not able 
to make the through rates the big fellows 
offer. When they have been starved out 
there will be none to say ‘‘nay’’ to this 
‘mightiest of mighty men. 
THE WORLD AT HIS FEET. 

' Mr. Morgan and six other American citi- 
zens have now become more powerful than 
» @ny congress or paliament in the world. 

Fourteen steampsnip lines and 44 railroad 
systems are theirs. 

On land a mileage of 108,500 and on sea 
a tonnage of 1,200,000 are in their control. 

Three hundred of the largest steamships 
xin the world and 30,000 of the best equipped 
passenger and. freight trains take orders 
from them. 

This railway mileage is greater than the 
combined mileage of Great Britain, Russia, 
Germany, Spain, Holland and Belgium.

She 
has two interesting children, who are now 
her husband's half brother and half sister. 

In early girlhood Mrs. McAllister married 
the father of her present husband, a man 
then advanced in years. They came to 
Georgia with the Fitzgerald colony and 
two years ago she obtained a divorce from 
her aged husband in Irwin Superior Court, 
the court giving her the care of their two 
young children.

USED” AS NORMAL. SERUM! 


No Longer Injected Directly Into the 
Veins, but Is Given Hypodermi- 
cally With Excellent Ef- 
fect in Most Cases. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, April 26.—Scores of lives are 
saved in Chicago every year by the use of 
salt water. Progressive doctors who re- 
sort to the use of normal salt solution in 
cases where life is almost extinct report 
wonderful success. The effect of the solu- 
tion upon the heart is so marked as to 
produce almost instantaneous results, even 
in cases where half the blood is lost, a 
condition which formerly proved fatal. 

Nowadays few operations are performed 
without giving the patient an injection of 
salt solution either before, during, or after 
the operation, according to conditions. This 
fortifies the system against loss of blood 
and shock, often the most serious consider- 
ations in operating. 

At first surgeons thought it necessary to 
put the solution directly into the veins, but 
experiment proves that to place it beneath 
the skin is sufficient, as the tissue absorbs 
it rapidly. Valuable as normal serum !s for 
a stimulant its antiseptic qualities are 
scarcely less so. Surgeons use it for wash- 
| ing their hands, to remove blood stains, for 
soaking internal pads and bandages and 
for surgical bathing. 

A firm in Paris puts normal serum into 
blown glass bdéttles hermetically sealed and 
germ proof. With a rubber tube and hypo- 
dermic needle they are ready for use. The 
bottle is hung on the wall beside the pa- 
tient’s bed, high enough to give the force 
necessary for injection. The purchaser 
pays $4, getting $2 back for the empty bot- 
tle. In America the solution is prepared in 
the home or hospital at need. Two and one- 
half teaspoonsful of common salt, well 
baked, are dissolved in a quart of boiled 
water and the two bolled together. This is 
placed in a vessel and when needed its heat- 
ed to blood temperature or above, elevated 
or forced with a surgical pump or as- 
pirator. 

The sharp prick of the needle, sometimes 
deadened by anesthetizing with cold, is _ 
only pain suffered by the patient. On t 
operating table he, of course, knows not 
ing, but may be slightly nervous during the 
process. If a large quantity is to be given 
the needle is inserted in different parts of 
the body where the skin is loosest. Occa- 
sionally, when the absorption is slower than 
the flow of the serum, the distension of the 
tissue by the liquid cauges severe pain.

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LOCAL COMPANY MUST DECIDE. 


A Washington telegram to the Post-Dispatch of Saturday an- 
nouneces that President Francis of the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position Co. has been made acquainted with the conditions 
requisite for favorable congressional action in case of postpone- 
ment. 

If postponement is desired, the initiative must come from the 
local management. Senators and representatives will not as- 
sume the responsibility and place the local company in an_un- 
favorable light hefore foreign governments. If the postponement 
is announced within the next few days the legislation necessary 
will be readily passed; but if the present opportunity is allowed to 
go by the responsibil'ty must rest upon the Exposition company. 

This puts it squarely before the focal fhanagement. The is- 
sue cannot be evaded, and the question arises, ought it not to 
be met promptly?

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PAINTINGS FOR THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


A proof of an awakening in St. Louis to the educational value 
of ait and the advantage of art understanding is found in the 
contribution of the fund to purchase paintings from the collec- 
tions of the Society of Western Artists and the St. Louis Artists’ 
Guild to be awarded to five St. Louis public schools as perma- 
nent gifts. 

The plan grew out of a suggestion of Mr. Holmes Smith, presi- 
dent of the Society of Western Artists, and .was made possible 
by the generosity of a number cf St. L4uis: and’ whe recognized in 
it the beginning of a commendable movement to bring the pupils 
of the public schools in close touch with guod works of modern 
art. By means of these gifts the paintings will be a part of the 
daily life and work of the pupils of the schools fortunate 
enough to secure awards. 

As a means of assuring a fair distribution of the paintings 
the Post-Dispatch was requested to publish in each edition daily 
‘voting coupons, the five public schools receiving the highest num- 
ber of votes to be awarded the paintings. The interest in the 
contest is strong and widespread among the teachers, pu- 
pils and friends of the schools.

A Connecticut schoolmaster thrashed 49 
scholars in one day, and the Nutmeg state 
papers are bragging that he broke the 
record.

Cellections of the Sogiety of Western 
Artists and the Artists’ 


| ; Guild. 

The sixth annual exhibition of the Society 
of Wesiern Artists, which opened at the 
|'Museum of Fine Arts last week, will con- 
tinue until May 1. This, together with the 
St. Louis Guild Exhibit, which occupies one 
gallery of the museum, affords several ex- 
amples of paintings of decided interest and 
merit. 

The society is composed of painters and 
sculptors residing in Cleveland, Detroit, 
Cincinnati, Chicago, St. Louis and Indian- 
apolis, and the collection of pictures is ex- 
hibited annually in all these cities. 

The public interest in these exhibitions, 
and in art work generally, is eager and in- 
telligent. The throngs at the private and 
public views since the Guild collection was 
put on exhibition have testified to the ap- 
preciation of the opportunities for aft cul- 
ture and enjoyment. It is evident that 
there is a growing sentiment in St. Louis 
favorable to the development of taste and 
understanding, and the nuniber of pictures 
marked “‘sold”’ indicates an interest substan- 
tial and highly: encouraging to the artists 
themselves. Art is becoming “‘the thing,” 
and more, “the proper thing,’ and when 
art becomes fashionable and a taste for it 
a mark of standing, the days of its pros- 
perity are not far off. 

In this collection there is nothing distinc- 
tively Western. The artists do not appear 
to have settled down and become at home 
in their own home. But there is individu- 
ality, especially in the work of the local 
painters. who seem to be more self-reliant 
and confident of their own powers. 

Of these, the first to arrest attention are 
the pictures by Wuerpel, Sylvester, Wolff 
and Waldeck. 

Mr. Wuesrpel’s work is ell his own. He 
does not appear to be influenced by any- 
body, but goes his own way, perhaps be- 
cause he is unable to go any other. The 
result is individuality. Whatever may be 
the final verdict, the fact stands out that 
he has something to say that is real. 
Echoes do not reverberate through his work 
and he does not circulate rumor and re- 
port. ‘‘Misty Moonlight,” for instance, is 
to this writer the most impressive canvas 
in the collection It is not vagueness, nor 
obscurity; it is the mystery of night, and 
what it tells in broken whispers, iil under- 
stood perhaps and wholly indefinable but 
suggestive, arousing reveries pure and 
fresh. Nature woos our fr'endship, but hints 
that we must not inquire too curiously con- 
cerning her moods and meanings. In the 
“Portrait of Myself’ Mr. Wuerpel indicatcs 
his mode of looking at things. The low tone 
is a fitting envelope for the painter of “A 
Misty Moonlight” and “A Quiet Pool.’ He 
wouldn’t be at home in any other. 

Sylvester is Wuerpel’s antithesis. He goes 
in for mass, substance, actuality. Sylvester 
discovered the big bridge and the ugly Mis- 
sissippi river flowing by St. Louis. The im- 
mense pier of the bridge is an exhaustive 
study of the dominion of man over nature. 
There is no timidity in Sylvester’s concep- 
tions. He grasps them entire and holds 
them up before you boldly. He knows the 
spirit of triumphant materialism—material- 
ism has a spirit, and a very decent one, 
despite the plaints of people who look no 
further than the outside. It brooded over 
Cecil Rhodes in fantastic mood when he 
appointed the place of his burial. Sylvés- 
ter feels this and is impressed by it. It 
helps him in his curious explorations in 
the search for beauty in the mass of ugll- 
ness. One wonders if there fs any ugliness 
once one gets’at the meanings. 

The canvag in the west gallery, ‘‘Glouces- 
ter, Mass.,"" Is full of light and joy, the 
stretch of water, the broken piers and 
stretch of boat houses making a composi- 
tion vigorous and vital. “Red Boats" rep- 
resents two grain barges of that color in 
the late afternoon sun, beauty in ugliness 
again, for those who can see around the 
corner. 

Carl Waldeck {s successful in “A Jolly 
Good Fellow’’ and “Companions.” He is 
companionable, good humored, generous, 
human.‘ ' 

Gustav Wolff offers ‘“‘A Row of Veterans” 
—a line of big maples—which is delightful, 
simple, quiet, strong. “I'he Closing of the 
Nineteenth Century” is a foreground in 
shadow, a road leading straight to the back- 
ground upon which the late sun falls. Why 
the close of the nineteenth century is not 
apparent, but the symbol can be worked out 
if you are <®t at such indirections of the wit 

Miss Sophie Schuyler’s portrait of the 
small boy, Norton Schuyler, is full of hu- 
mor and sympathy. It is a real small boy, 
boyish, mischievous, alert. Miss Schuyler 
has a most excellent understanding of the 
subject and a power to report what she 
sees. 

Miss Cornelia Maury offers several of 
those charming children whom she loves 
to study, “Tea Party,”’ “A Colored Baby” 
and others, which so surely and lovingly 
portray the life and interests of little 
children. 

Prof. Holmes Smith is represented by two 
or three bright, sunshiny pictures, which 
compel cheerfulness and love of outdoors; 
they are brilliant but simple. 

Of the paintings from abroad especially 
noteworthy are those otf L. H. Meakin of 
Cincinnati, ‘““Winter,”’ a waste of weeds and 
sand, a roadway, a glimpse of sea and ships 
—the coast of Norway. It is well named, 
winter—cold and uninviting. Another, ‘‘The 
Melting Snow,” ts of the same quality. “The 
Riffle’ is bright, sparkling with a clow «f 
joy. It is all outdoors, suggestive of the 
fullest, richest life. Probably “‘A Colorado 
Landscape’ will please the greater num- 
ber: it is more direct and the painter seems 


more in sympathy with his subject than | 


with the others. 

T. C. Steele of Indianapolis has a number 
of landscapes noteworthy for color and 
composition. ““Noonday.”’ the Willows,’ is 
charming and fresh. ““The Old Mill” is not 
s> restful, but it Is vital and suggestive. 

Of the five canvases sent by J. Ottis 
Adams, “The First Breath of Autumn’ and 
“Whe Closing of an Autumn Day” are most 
notable. 

A very striking canvas Is V. Nowattny's 
“& Bavarian Canal." Very low in tone, 
simple, unpretentious, yet full cf life, 
Frank Duveneck of Cincinnati sends 
“Yacht Harbor.” a view of Gloucester, 
Mass. It is direct, original and suggestive. 
It will not satisfy the sophisticated eye per- 
haps. The painter evidently uses his own 
eyes and relies not upon accepted modes. 
“Yacht Harbor” has considerable individu- 
ality, and as such is well worth repeated 
studies. % 

These are only 2 few of the canvases, 
all of which have each its special attrac- 
tiveness.

Whether its anticipated merry war on the 
color line or the three days’ flower fight 
to be given by the Chamber of Commerce 
in honer of the visitors will eclipse the 
toy in public interest is a mooted ques- 

tion 

This biennial is by all odds the most im- 
portant event in the history of the women’s 
movement. Two thousand women, many 
hoic‘ng official work in the federation, are 
on the special that started from New York 
last Thursday... There are western and 
southern delegations of almost equal sige 
and innumerable smaller expeditions. Mrs. 
Robt. J. Burdette, president of the Cali- 
fornia Federation, is to be official hostess, 
and her husband; the ag will aesist. 
Mrs, J. E. Cowles, Mrs. L. Donsken, Mrs, 
eee Pettingrew, Mts. Js. B. Millard,

Color Question 
in the Lead. 


In the internal excitement of the conven- 
tion the color question takes the lead. For 
two years it has agitated clubdom and 
threaters to be the rock upon which the 
federation will split. 

In an effort to effect a compromise be- 
tween the northern or the southern points 
of view a conference eomposed of Mrs. Ma 
Ward, Mrs. Anna D. West, Mrs. Charles 
Adams and Mrs. Samuel Merrill, all of the 
Massachusetts federation, and Mrs. J. Lind- 
say Johnson, Mrs. A. A. Granger and Mrs. 
Ramsay of Georgia, was held in New York 
last month. The result was a decision to 
open the doors of the federation to both 
races, but to make the restrictions so aged 
that no colored club would be Iikel 
apply. This was not regarded favo biy 
by t e Massachusetts an Georgia federa- 
tions, to whom it was reported, and the 
problem remains unsettled. 

It is not known whether the colored dele- 

ate, Mrs. Josephine St. Pierre Ruffin of 

assachusetts, will attend the convention, 
as she did the Milwaukee biennial in 1900, 
when she was illegally excluded as a dele- 
gate, thus bringing the color question to 
an issue. It is believed that one of the con- 
cessions asked by Georgia of Massachusetts 
at the convention was the non-attendance 
of Mrs. Ruffin. However it may be de- 
cided, every woman will go into convention 
under a burden of apprehension as to vut- 
come. 

Already it has cost the general federation 
some memberships. The Nineteenth Cen- 
tury Club of Chicago has withdrawn from 
the federation rather than take part in the 
eclor discussion, and smaller ube in vari- 
ous parts of the country have followed that 
course. 


Situation Aggravated 
by Color Story.

Mrs. Cogsdell has apparently accepted 
the grewsome role to which her husband 
has assigned her as a matter of course. 
She has always been as wax in the hands 
of the domineering old man and will un- 
doubtedly carry out his order without re- 
spect to the consequences to herself. She 
told the Post- a r ee. that 
she proposed to do uty, which was 
to obey her iaeeand” ana that as for her 
own life she would not live longer than to 
gee her two girls come of age to marry. 
After that she would follow her husband. 

Magruder feels that if Cogsdell is al- 
lowed to carry out his bloody program the 
gs of the township and his reputation 

a peace officer will suffer. He says 
Tere will be no such so-called suicide, and 
he is just as determined a man as Cogs- 
dell. He established several years ago a 


fine record for daring and determination by 
his dogged chase and eventual capture of 
the Lowery band of outlaws, a quest that 
required bravery of a high order. 


Constable Magruder 
Says He Will Stop It. 

‘Tl ain’t been invited to this here sess 
of Allan’s,”’ said Magruder in his peculiar 
drawl, ‘‘but I'm going to be there, and there 
ain't going to be nary suicide neither if I 
can prevent. Cogsdell always was.an old 
fool, and this spectacular business on his 
65th birthday shows that he is a worse 
fool than he ever was. He ain’t been right 
since Bull Run. 

“I knew him then, as I fought by his 
side in the Third North Carolina all through 
the war, and his wound at Bull Run upset 
him so that there has been no living with 
him since. That’s why his sons have up 
and left him. The old woman stands him 
because she's as big a fool as he. 

“Do I think he means business? You bet 
he does. That’s why I'm calc’latin’ to put 
a damper on it, and old Cogsdell can count 
on my befng there when the appointed time 
comes. He'll be sure to act ugly, but I 
know what I got to do in the matter, and 
I guess i'll have to lock him up until he 
gits his senses back. All them people that’s 
going to see Allan git killed might as well 
stay to home, ns if they want the din- 
ner they can go right. 

‘“‘No,. they ain't going to be no murder 
right here if I can prevent it, and I think 
can.

PUEBLO, Colo., April 26.—The first shot in

. | the right of the United States to vacate and 


‘annul patents to land.’’ The body of the 
act is but little longer than its title and 
reads as follows: ‘‘Be it enacted by the 
Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America, in Congress as- 
sembled, that no ex-sting law shall be so 
construed as to bar the United States from 
instituting and prosecuting suit to vacate 
and annul any patent or patents to lands 
heretofore or hereafter issued which were 
obtained by the patentee or patentees 
through fraud.” 

This bill was referred to the committee 
of public lands, of which Representative 
Shafroth of this state is a member. 

M. M. Melanor, the wealthy building con- 
tractor of this tity, is acting as agent for 
the squatters in the campaign which they 
are making. While it is certain that they 
have other substantial backing, Melanor 
refuses to disclose from what source. 
Fraud and misrepresentation are the 
charges he makes‘as the basis for the ac- 
tion which he is bringing before the n- 
eral land office to have the patent annulled.

WESTWARD OF HUDSON’S BAY 


FINDS REPORTED FROM MANY 
PARTS OF THE UNITED STATES. 


They Were Probably Brought by Gla- 
ciers From the Mother Bed, Where 
the Glaciers Originated, West 
of Hudson’s Bay. 


WASHINGTON, April 26.—Is there a field 
of diamonds somewhere up in British North 
America, to the westward of Hudson Bay? 
So a man of science said in the Popular 
Science Monthly not long ago. He told cf 
the discovery of small diamonds here and 
there in the glacial moraines—the hills of 


gravel and pebbles left by the melting ice 
sheet of the glacial period—and said that 
the stones were evidently scooped from 
the surface of a diamond field at the pcint 
where the glaciers started. The source evi- 
dently was somewhere in British North 
America. Here is a chance for the ad- 
venturous. Let them discover this new 
Kimberley up in the Barren Lands. 

It will surprise most persons to learn that 
diamonds have been found in many parts 
of the United States. T. Edgar Willson of 
the Jewelers’ Circular Weekly: tells about 
them in the New York Times Magazine. It 
appears that in almost -all cases the gems 
were either on the surface or in the Inose 
material and among deposits of gravel or 
earth. All the discoveries have been of 
sufficient importance to excite the interest 
of the geologist or minerologist, but never 
have they been large enough to warrant 
any speculation. 


Where Diamonds 

Have Been Found. 

According to George F.. Kunz, the gov- 
ernment gem expert, the authentic discov- 
eries of diamonds have all been in three 


distinct regions. 

J. In Wisconsin, Michigan, Indiana and 
Ohio, in the vicinity of the Green Bay lobe 
of the continental glacier. 

2. In Georgia, North Carolina, South Car- 
Olina, Tennessee and Kentucky. ~ 

3. In California, adjacent to the water- 
sheds of the San Joaquin and Sacramento 
rivers, where diamonds were first found 
in the United States. 

The last diamond known to have been 
found was a 2-karat stone picked up on 
land owned by B. Hudson, five miles 
from Columbus, Ga., early last November. 
On Mr. Hudson’s farm is a field about ten 
acres in extent full of rocks of all de- 
scriptions. While crossing this Mr. Hud- 
son’s son found a crystal which seemed 
to have a peculiar light. He took it to a 
jeweler of Columbus, who, after a careful 
examination, thought it might be a dia- 
mond. So interested was he in the speci- 
men that he advised Mr. Hudson to write 
to Mr. Kunz, and send him the stone. This 
Mr. Hudson did, and in reply received word 
that the stone was a diamond, for which an 
offer of $80 was made. To this Mr. Hudson 
agreed and he received a check for the 
amount. 


Gem Discovered 
in Alabama. 
The only important recent find reported 


prior to that of Mr. Hudson was a diamond 
of 4% carats found in Alabama, in Shelby 
County, about thirty miles south of Bir- 
mingham. It was found by a little girl in 
earth used to fill up some low spots in a 
arden. Some of this earth was close to the 
ouse, where water dripped on it from the 
roof, and here after a rain she saw the 
diamond. It had been washed clean. The 
stone, which was pronounced an excellent 
one, would cut into a gem of 1% carats, it 
is estimated, or perhaps a little more. It 
was sent to New York and examined, but 
remains in the possession of the finder. 

Two diamonds were reported from Ten- 
nessee in the latter part of 1899, and were 
found at Luttrell, near Knoxville. They 
were bought by a jeweler in Knoxville, who 
had them cut, and reports that they are of 
good quality. 

Hardly any other finds of importance have 
occurred during the last six years, no dia- 
monds being known to have appeared dur- 
ing 189°, 1897, or 1898. 


Many Diamonds 
in North Carolina. 
One of the first diamonds reported to 


have been found on the Atlantic coast was 
a tone unearthed at. Brindleton creek, 
Burke County, N. C., by Dr. F. M. Stephen- 
son, and its value is said to have been 
about $100. About two years later another 
etene, pelgrens 21-3 carats was found in 
Rutherford County, N. C., in gold wash- 
ings. This was the first find to attract gen- 
eral attention, but since then diamonds 
have been found also in Lincoln, Mecklen- 
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burg, Franklin and McDowell counties of 
the same state. The latest recorded from 
North Carolina was a diamond of grayish- 
green tinge. 4% carats in weight, and val- 
ned as a gwem at about $150. It was dis- 
covered in 1886 by Will Cristie, a young 
hoy, at Bright arm, near Dysortville. 
While getting a pale of water at a sprin 
he saw a bright object, which he brough 
home. It was kept as a vate for a 
lang time until someone, believing it to be 
perts. by whom its character was deter- 
mined. 

Cne of the most famous diamonds and 
one of the largest ever found in the ‘'ni- 
ted States, was known for a long tim sas 
the Dewey diamond. This stone was found 
in Manchester, Va., in 1855, by a laborer 
orngaged in grading one of the streets. He 
sold it to a Richmond citizen, and it 
eventually came into the hands of Samuel 
Dewey, by whose name it was after- 
ward generally known. The stone was cut 
by Henry D. Morse of Boston and reduced 
in size from its original weight of 23% 
karats to 11 i1-16 karats. Jt was valued in 
Richmond after discovery at $4009. and lat- 
er John A. Morrissey is said to hav- lent 
$6006 on it. As it was not redeemed, it be- 
came part of the Morrissey estate. The 
stone is off color and imperfect and is 
valued as a gem todav at only about $400. 
Copies of the Dewey diamond are in many 
museums and private cabinets. 


California’s 
Yield the Greatcct. 
California is the siate which has yielded 


more diamonds then any other. The first 
reported diamond’ dates back to 1850, when 
a Dr. Lyman, a clergyman from the East, 
saw a straw-colored crystal the sige of a 
ea. which he recognized as a diamond. 
hree years later a diamond was found in 
the Cherokee district, Butler County, which 
has since been one of the most prolific dia- 
mond localities in the state. Another coun- 
ty, Amador, produced an ual number of 
Min onds. Altogether the California dia- 
monds number in the hundreds and are of 
almost all diamond colors, especially white, 
ellow, pink and straw. Most of them were 
ound during gold mining operations, both 
in crushing and placer washing. Some ot 
thes have been sold in San Francisco, somo 
sent to New York, and some sent to Eng- 
land to be cut. A few small diamonds have 
been found in the placer diggings of Idaho, 
under the same conditions as those in Cali- 
fornia.

HE IS A FORMER KENTUCKIAN 


Fought With Quantrell and Then Went 
to Oregon, Where He Now Owns 
a Large Range and Hundreds 
| of Horses and Cattle. 


PORTLAND, Ore., April 26.—For 40 years 
a roving hunter, with his home among the 
Indians and wiid beasts, part of the tim: 
An outcast from society, “and yet in his 
later days a wealthy citizen of Umatilia 
county, William Walker is one of the per- 
sonages of the Northwest. Walker is a 
Kentuckian, a horseman from the blue- 
grass. district, a lover of the romantic. He 
nas made his home in the mountains, hunt- 


ing, thapping, scouting and latterly rais- 
ing stock, with but few wants common to 
humanity. At the present time he resides 
on @ valuable stock farm on the north fork 
of the/John Day river, 15 miles from the 
nearest neigjhbor and a day’s drive from 
his nearest village. 

Walker is 5S years of age. Near the clos¢ 
of the icivil war he joined the Confederate 
forces then ravaging the border, and fought 
with Quantrell for many months, finally ve- 
ing banished from the state. Walker was 
with Quantrell as a friend and trustea 
scout, and his personal acquaintance with 
the famous leader of guerrilias was per- 
haps as mtimate as any man who lived 
during |those stirring times. 

At the close of the war, after the sack- 
ing of |Lawrence,-Kan., Walker dr.fted 
west, crossing the plains on horseback. He 
dreaded the appearance of white men as 
he would have dreaded a fierce wild beast. 
A hazardous journey was completed suc- 
cessfully, and Walker found himself secure- 
ly hidden in the Rocky ‘mountains. In 
Southenmn Idaho he secreted himself for 
three years, spending most of his time as 
a scout for Gov. Lyons, passing under as- 
sumed hames and successful disguises. 

With |no money, and but a saddle horse 
which had been ridden from Missouri, 
Walker|struck out to make his fortune, and 
at the same time seclude himself from ali 
other members of his race. His food was 
largely obtained with his trap or gun, and 
his first ‘‘raise’’ came from the results of 
& season's successful trapping in the 
Rocky mountains. For three years his 
headyuarters was near Boise City, and then 
& move/|was necessary. 


Became a Small 
Raiser of Stock. 
Intending to discontinue his trapping and 
hunting, Walker removed to Morrow, Ore., 


and began to raise stock in a small way. 
Plenty of range lay at the very door of 
his cabin, and he made a success of the 
venture.| Civilization began to encroach 
upon his domain, and Walker removed to 
the mountains in Umatilla County, where 
he located a spot at the bottom of a can- 
yon, and there, away from every one, he 
hoped to spend the remainder of his days. 
It will |be almost impossible for him to 
have neighbors nearer than 15 miles. 

Walker took an active part in the Indian 
war near Heppner a quarter of a century 
ago, and here he found his wife. Maggie 
Barker was a young half-breed Pitt river 
Indian. In a struggle which routed her 
friends Maggie was left by the Indians. 
In a hdpeless condition, expecting to be 
killed at any moment, she was found by 
Walker.| The damsel was placed on Walk- 
er’s saddle horse and taken from harm’s 
way. As a reward she married Walker, 
and eight daughters have been born. Mag- 
gie’s father was killed in a saloon brawl at 
Heppner| by Bill Jones, a noted character 
of eaas days. 

Walker captured one of the most dreaded 
desperadoes ever known in the Oregon 
country.| An emigrant train had been held 
up and one of the ete 4 killed In an en- 
counter. | Walker and a man of the name 
of Thompson started in pursuit of the rob- 
bers. One of the party was found by Walk- 
er, while alone, was captured and taken tc 
Pendleton, where he was tried, convicted 
and hanged. This was the first legal exe- 
cution held in Umatilla County. For bravery 
in this ease Thompson and Walker were 
paid $400. 


Great Physically; 

Weak in Books. 

Walker stands over 6 feet in height, and 
normally weighed over 200 pounds, a won- 


derful man physically. Until recent years 
he stood as straight as a soldier, but rheu- 
matism has fastened upon him and a slight 
stoop has resulted. His education was neg- 
lected in Kentucky and he neither reads nor 
writes. 

A uniaue household is the Walker fam- 
ily. Eight daughters, ranging from 2 to 
18 years of age, make a little colony, who 
have never associated with any other peo- 
ple, and know nothing of the world outside 
the little farm so securely hid from civiliza- 
tion. Until two years ago none of the chil- 
dren had seen a town, and then but the 
two eldest were taken to Pendleton. None 
of them has ever seen a school, church or 
any of the auxiliaries of modern civiliza- 
tion. 

The family consists of Marchellette, Su- 
sie, Flora, Julia, Fannie, Lillie, Katle May 
and Emma. Marchellette and Susie care 
for from 600 to 700 head of horses, a band 
of sheep| and some cattle, with the as- 
sistance of the father, whose health does 
not permit of his usually hard toil. The 
girls do all the ranch work, break and train 
all the horses, do the branding and make 
the round-ups. The younger children help 
about the house and do the lighter work. 

While riding the range the girls wear 
broad - brimmed sombreros, overalls, 
“chaps,”’ high-top boots, spurs and guns 
They ride magnificent horses, well trained. 
Their features are bronzed by exposure 
until it would be difficult to distinguish 
between them and the real Indian. The girls 
ride astride, with heavy saddles. Perhaps 
the Northwest has never @geveloped better 
horsemanship than can be found in these 
girls, who have never heard of a cowboy do- 
ing mere’ than they do themselves with 
horse or rifle.

A midnight meeting at the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co.'s office was the final 
step taken in a fight for control of Wig- 
gins. Ferry stock that is being led on one 
_#ide by the Mercantile Trust Co., represent- 
ing a client supposed to be the Pennsy!- 
Vania Vanderbilt interest, and the Misis- 
aippi Valley Trust Co., representing, it is 
g@upposed, the Gould Wabash interest. 

Julius Walsh, president of the Terminal 
Railway Association, the Wiggins com- 
pany’s only rival, is also president of the 
Mississippi Valiey Trust Co. 

Following the conference of leading offi- 
dials of the Mississippi Valley Trust Co., 
which was concluded at 12:30 this anorning, 
Breckenridge Jones, first vice-president and 
general counsel for the corporation, stated 
to the Post-Dispatch that the control of 
the Wiggins Ferry Co. had not, as reported, 
passed into new hands. 

Further he declared that the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co. was ready to pay $600 a 
share for Wiggins Ferry stock, making a 
total difference of $1,000,000 over the price, 
$5,000,000, said to have been agreed upon in 
the negotiations conducted by the Mercan- 
tile Trust Co. 

At the conclusion of this morning's con- 
férence four of the officers of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Co., accompanied by a sten- 
ographer, went to the company's office at 
’ Fourth arti Pine streets. After a brief con- 
Sultation they adjourned to the cashier's 
apartment, where several communications 
were dictated. 

The lights were turned low, and the mov- 

figures inside attracted some attention. 

. Jones was called. up at his residence 
over the telephone and ‘in Se to ques- 
tions as to the purpose of the supposed con- 
ference and efforts being made to get pos- 
session of the Wiggins Ferry stock, dic- 
tated this statement to the Post-Dispatch:

: sterling interest in the Wiggins Ferry Co. 

stock I think it proper to say that in my 
opinion the control has not passed.

It was supposed by some persons that the 
purchasers had not been able to obtain a 
majority of the stock, and that they were 
rushing the purchase by trying to buy up at 
a further advance enough to clinch a con- 
trolling interest.

UCAULTS GREAT. 


To Test the Theories of A'exander S. Chessin, Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics at Washington University, 
the Most Brilliant of Exveriments in Physics Wil! 
Be Repeated at the Roman Pantheon This Year 
by the Astronom’cal Society of Paris. 


versity, St. Louis, has made a discovery of such value to science that the 


‘ LEXANDER S. CHESSIN. professor of mathematics at Washireton Uni- 


pendulum experiment of Foucault, known as one of the most brilliant in 

the history of thysics, is to be repeated this vear in the Pantheon at Rome. 
Fifty-three years ago Foucault electrified the scientific world with a 285 foot 
pendulum which swune from the ceiling, of the Pantheon and illustrated the diur- 


nal motion of the earth by markings in sand. 
Foucault believed his experiment showed the true plane of the earth’s oscilla- 
tion, a mistake subsequently detected by the Comte de Sparre. Now comes Prof. 


Chessin with three additional discoveries. 


(1) Foucault could have done with a little pendulum in his laboratory what he 


went to the Pantheon to do. 


(2) He made but short swings with his great pendulum, possibly not more 


than 22 feet. 
did not dream. 


(8) Foucault’s pendulum registered clockwise that is, from left to right. 


By making longer swings he could have secured results of which he 


He 


assumed this to be the only direction in which a pendulum could express the mo- 
tion of the earth. Yet a pendulum may be so constructed that the register will be 
in exactly the opposite direction, or contra-clockwise, or the pendulum may be 


made to swing in the same place and mark neither to right nor left. 


Yet all of 


these results prove that the earth compietely revolves upon its axis once very 24 


hours. 


IX months ago Prof. Alexander Ches- 
sin of Washington University an- 
nounced to the principal scientific 

societies of ‘the world his discovery that 
the polar axis of the earth may be located 
with a gyroscope, and that with this device 
a mseriner might determine north and 
south with a certainty that his instru- 
ment had not been magnetically influ- 
enced. 

Now the Sunday Post-Dispatch is in- 
formed by its Parise correspondent that 
another scientific discovery by Prof. Ches- 
sin is going to cause the Parig Astronom- 
ical Society to repeat in the Pantheon 
at ‘Rome the famous pendulum experiment 
of Foucault, concerning which Prof. Ches- 
sin has recently contributed much of @ 
scientific nature of which Foucault and 
all the physicists contemporaneous with 
and after him were unaware. 

The pantheon is the best preserved of all 
the ancient buildings in Europe. Originally 
-Gesigned as a heathen temple, is was in 
607 altered and consecrated as a Christian 
church. ; 

Jean Bernard Leon Foucault was the 
most ingenious of all the Frenoh scientists 
of the generation just passed. In 184, 
when he was a pupil of Arago, he as- 
serted that tf a iong pendulum were sus- 
pended ingide a very high building and 
swung slowly it would show the diurnal 
movement of the earth by lines marked 
in sand upon a table beneath the pendu- 
lum. 

Foucault looked around for some place 
in which he could prove his theory. He 
could not swing the pendulum from a cliff 
or a tower because its movement would 
have been influenced by the moving air. 
Paris had no buildings of sufficient 
height. The Pantheon at Rome was sug- 
gested, and thither Foucault turned. He 
secured permission from the Italian gov- 
ernment to swing his pendulum in the an- 
cient: structure, which measured 25 feet 
from the floor up to the top of its great 
dome, and was entirely open inside, af- 
fording ample room for the pendulum to 
swing. 

In this place Foucault illustrated his 
theory by swinging a pendulum suspended 
in such a manner that the twisting of the 
wire did not in any way affect the re- 
sults. 

Foucault’s experiment is accounted one 
of the most brilliant in physics, and it cer- 
tainly was one of the most picturesque. 


“Upon a given date there assembled in the 


Pantheon a company of scientists repre- 
senting the very highest European en- 
deavor in physics, mathematics and astron- 
omy. The Pantheon is the best preserved 
of ali the ancient buildings of WBurope. 
It Is a dome upon a cylinder, and each of 
these is 142% feet high, making the total 


height of the building 285 feet. The builld- 
ing was lighted by a great window at the 
top of the dome. Through this the rain 
falls during a storm, but the interlor is of 
such immensity that the floor is scarcely 
ever wet. 

The pendulum used by Foucault consisted 
of a steel wire attached to the center of 
the ceiling. At the dnd of the 285-foot wire 
was a heavy ball. This bal! swung half an 
inch above a circular table 12 feet in di- 
ameter. A needle was inserted in the under 
side of the metal ball, projecting nearly 
half an inch downward. On the edge of the 
table was placed a ridge of sand, and the 
length of the pendulum was so regulated 
that whenever it swung across the table 
the needle in the ball made a track in the 
rim of sand. 

In order to obtain qa motion without any 
initial impulse, Foucault deviated the pen- 
dulum beyond the edge of the table, fast- 
ened it in this position with a cotton string, 
and, when the wire was perfectly motion- 
less, set fire to the string and released the 
pendulum. In a few moments the floor ap- 
parently began to move underneath the 
pendulum. E\very time the long pendulum 
swung through the ridge of sand, it made 
@ mark in a new place, The floor seemed to 
revolve, while the pendulum apparently was 
marking time with each swing. 

At once the news was sent around the. 
world that the motion of the earth could 
be seen as plainly as the motion of e@ 
clock’s wheels is seen by watching its 
hands. The experiment created enthusiasm 
in scientific circles, and Foucault received 
the Copley medal of the Royal Society of 
London. No histcry of science is complete 
today without the name of Foucault and 
the story of his famous pendulum. 

During the past years the results of 
Foucault’s experiment have been criti- 
cized by Alexander 8. Chessin, professor 
of the department of mathematics in 
Washington University, St. Louis, Mo. 
Prof. Chessin maintains that a different 
result might have been obtained if the 
pendulum had been differently shaped. 

‘“Thus,’’ to quote Prof. Chessin, ‘‘the 
motion of the apparent plane of oscilla- 
tions, instead of taking place in the 4i- 
rection indicated by Foucault, may be re- 
versed or not exist at all, according to 
the construction of the pendulum. The 
results obtained by Foucault are correct 
only for the so-called ‘mathematical pen- 
dulum,” that is, a pendulum amounting 
practically to a material point suspended 
ty a string having no weight. Moreover, 
in Foucault's experiment, the oscillationg 
of the pendulum were exceedingly small. 
If the oscillations were greater the re- 
sults would be entirely different. In fact, 
the character of the motion of the pendu- 
lum depends upon a number of conditions, 
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viz., latitude of the place of observation, 


orientation at the start, angle of devia-

tion, etc.”’ 


Prof. Chessin has laid his theories be- 
fore the Smithsonian Institution in the 
United States and the Astronomical So- 
cety of Paris, and interest tn them has 
been such that the Paris society has de- 
termined to repeat at the Pantheon this 
year the experient of Foucault. This will 
not be done solely to test the Chessin the- 


ories, though these will be responsible for 


the repetition of the experiment; the great 
pendulum in the Pantheon will greatly in- 
terest every scientist who can see it, and 
ow things not now foreseen may re- 
sult. 


been educated in some of the foremost 
universities of Burope, and is making an 
international reputation for his deep know- 
ledge of mathematics. He has not proven 
any of his theories by swinging a pendu- 
lum, but the mathematical proofs which 
he has submitted have been convincing. 


There are two other well-known exper 
ments by which the motion of the earth 
can be visibly made clear—the observations 
of ships at sea and dropping a heavy body 
from a great height. When a ship is ap- 
proaching her masts are seen first and 
her hull last, and when a stone is dropped 
from a height of 252 feet at the equator 
it will fall one inch out of plumb. This 
discovery was made by Gallileo, an Italian 
scientist, who made his experiments at the 
Tower of Pisa. Standing upon the top 
of the tower, he found that a stone dropped 
to the earth did not strike upon the spot 
which it was exactly held over, but dropped 


in front of fit. Gallileo ascertained the rea- 


son. The epot aimed at on the earth was 
nearer the center of the earth than the 
point from which the stone was dropped. 
The evolution of the earth is swiftest at the 
point furthest from the center. The stone 
dropped from the tower was further from 
the center of the earth when it started than 
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when it struck. So the eastward impetus 


with which it started was 
that of the spot aimed at, causing it to 
fall in front. 

Prof. Chessin has not heard from the 
Paris society which ts fmterested in his 
mathematical findings, and he does not 
know that he will be present when the ex- 
periment in the Pantheon shall be made. 
The chancellor of Washington University

EORGE CARRIE has been endowed 
(5 by nature with a throat capable 
of producing extremely high notes 
with the slightest amount of fatigue. 
Laryngoscopic examination reveals. the 
fact that the vocal chords of the bass and 
contralto are longer and thicker than those 
of the soprano and tenor chords. The va- 
riation in the conformation of the larynx 
parijally determines the difference in tone 
quality in the human voice, just as the 
Aifference in form and size of the sound- 
ing bex determines the difference in qual- 
ity of the tone produced in stringed in- 
struments, or as the shape and length of 
the resonating cavity tones a reed instru- 
ment. Another factor in the differentia- 
tion of tone quality or tone color is the 
size and weight of the vocal chord itself 
and a delicately balanced proportion be- 
tween the vocal chords, the larynx and 
resonating chambers 
Carrie's vecal chords are 
broad, delicate’y and strongly 
and highly organized, and his larynx is 
small. He has a long throat, in which 
there is great distance between the larynx 
and the vault of the nasal pharynx. 
is this long space that the vibrations trav- 
el before impinging on the vault that gives 
the notes the high pitch Elien Beach 
Yaw of the ma:velously high notes had a 
jong throat and a phenomenal space be- 
tween larynx and pharynx, and this is 
what enabled her to produce them: I have 
examined her throat, and Carrie's is not 
unlike it in conformation.

CARCELY less remarkable than the 
educational accomplishments of Book- 
er T. Washington was the phenome- 

nal business success of Col. John McKee 
of Philadelphia, who died a few days ago, 
the richest man of his race in the world. 
having made the most beneficent bequest 
ever made by a negro. 

His fortune is estimated at more than 
$2,000.000, and nearly all of it will be de- 
voted to philanthropic work. With part 
of it will be built a college for the educa- 
tion of orphans and a Roman Catholic 
church in the thriving New Jersey town 
that bears his name and which was 
founded by him. 


Exceptional industry and keen business 
judgment were the dominant character- 
istics of Col. McKee. The fact that his 
wealth was accumulated as a direct re- 
sult of his pwn business shrewdness in 
operations on legitimate lines is a speaking 
tribute to hip strength of purpose and in- 
nate capacity for big as well as little en- 
terprises. perity never spoiled him or 
diminished his industry. 

An understanding of the achievements of 
Col. McKee can only be fairly obtained by 
a knowledge of early struggles. 

He was born in Virginia. in 1820, 
though he was a free negro extreme pov- 
erty was his lot from the first. When 
quite a lad he was apprenticed to a brick- 
layer, but tiring of the drudgery, he ran 
away to work for a confectioner in Balti- 
more, an occupation that was decidedly to 
his boyish taste.

= 
of fir branches stuck into the snow the 
whole length of the 2000 miles. We accom- 
plished this in 26 days, and the journey was 
about as tough a one as hunger, intense 
cold, pitiless snowstorms and inferior cat- 
tle could make it. 

Acommodation during the trip. consisted 
of post houses, situated at intervals of 15 
to 30 miles along both banks of the river. 
They are mostly miserable shanties, where 
only shelter, hot water and sour black 
bread are procurable. 

Time was too precious to waste in thaw- 
ing out our own provisions (invariably 
frozen to the consistency of stone) more 
than once a day, generally toward sunset. 
We, therefore, suffered severely from cold, 
for nothing resists cold like a full stom- 
ach. And it was cold, the thermometer 
seldom rising above 20 degrees below zero 
and often falling to 30 degrees. One bitter 
night during a long stage 63 degrees below 
was registered. But it was not unexpected, 
for Yakutsky is noted as being the coldest 
place in winter in the world. 

The river scenery varies little, and be- 
comes after the first few days intensely 
monotonous. Day by day nothing meets 
the eye but limestone cliffs, sparsely cov- 
ered with spruce, larch and fir trees. 

Inland, numerous well-wooded hills run 
in an almost continuous chain nearly the 
whole distance from Irkutsk to this place. 
They are, however, honeycombed with 
valleys, many of which, trending due north 
and south, would greatly facilitate the con- 
struction of the proposed railway. 

A couple of towns, Kirensk and Witimsk, 
figure largely on most maps, but are little 
more than overgrown villages, although 
gold is now being worked to some extent 
around Witimsk, which is, therefore, grow- 
ing in importance as a mercantile center. 

There is no trade in winter, but in sum- 
mer a yearly increasing supply of goods is 
brought down the river by the steamers, 
which return with cargoes of timber, furs, 
salt fish, ivory and other local products. 

During the sleigh trip down from Irkutsk 
scarcely a day passed without some acci- 
dent or vexatious delay. Vodka is cheap 
hereabout and “yemstchiks’ but mortal, 
and as the usual troika (three horses 
abreast) must for the greater part of this 
voyage be harnessed in tandem owing to 
the narrow track, disasters are not un- 
common. 

On the lower Lena an upset and a roll 
in the snow only raise a laugh, but the hot 
springs that enter the upper waters of this 
mighty river are not to be trifled with, for 
there the ice, even of enormous thickness, 
is frequently so melted away as to break 
through under the sleigh, and this is at 
night time a continual source of danger to 
travelers. 

But all's well that ends well. Two thou- 
sand miles (since leaving the railway) of 
our land journey to New York has been 
wiped out. The distance was covered by 
means of 122 drivers and 732 horses, at a 
total cost of under $150 each sleigh. 

Yakutsk is the capital of a province which 
could comfortably accommodate (from an 
area point of view) the whole of Europe, 
with the exception of Turkey and Euro- 
pean Russia. The province has a popula- 
tion of 270,000, of whom 220,000 are native 
Yakutes, the remainder Russians, Timgus- 
es, Lamutes and Tchuktchis, in a descend- 
ing scale. 

Yakutsk ts little knoWn at present, but 
must shortly make a name in Siberian his- 
tory. 

The Lena teems with gold and other val- 
vuable minerals, corn and barley grow lux- 
uriantly and are exported south, while cat- 
tle ‘unty introduced during the past WW 
years) thrive and grow fat even in this in- 
hospitable clime. In 185 there were but 


is as yet vorked in very deslutory fashion. 
Mr. Siberiakoff, an Irkutsk millionaire, has 
introduced machinery, and last year the 
yield in the Witimsk district alone was 
more than a millicn dollars. This is only a 
beginning, for several important conces- 
sions have been granted and further devel- 
opments may shortly be expected. A con- 
cession can only be granted to a Russian 
subject. 

Iron also exists in the lower Lena, and 
very fair steam coal has lately teen dis- 
covered near the delta, but the bright fu- 
ture of this huge province is assured by the 
undoubted existence of gold in more than 
paying quantities from Witimsk al! the 
Way to the Arctic ocean. 

Timber also abounds and is of the most 
valuable kinds. It seems incredible that 
cereals of all varieties should flourish nearly 
as far north as Yakutsk and that vegeta- 
bles of most kinds should be grown in and 
around that city. Yet such is the case. 

The native Yakute is not a prepossessing 
person. Of all Siberian races—Tunguzes, 
Ostiaks, Koriaks and Tchuktchis—they are 
although the most numerous, unquestiona- 
bly the least interesting, incorrigibly lazy, 
repulsive in appearance and habits, but too 
Stupid to be treacherous. The Yakute is 
as cowardly as the T’chuktchis is brave, for 
even Russia has not yet subdued the latter. 
The resemblance of the Yakute and Turkish 
language is remarkable, the numerals up to 
10 (and many others) being indentical, while 
my small knowledge of Turkish has helped 
me far more than Russian in the streets of 
Yakutsk. The women are ungainly, under- 
sized creatures, with the high colorifig and 
beady eyes of the Tartar. Many Intermarry 
with Russians, but the Yakute woman, 
dressed ‘‘a l’Europenne,”’ is even more re- 
pulsive to look upon, if possible, than in her 
native furs. 

Political exiles are not so numerous here 
as is generally supposed. A score.at Kir- 
ensk and Olekminsk, about 30.at Yakutsk 
and the same number at Sredni-Kolymsk 
are the total. None are actually in pris- 
on and most lead a perfectly free existence. 
You meet them every day as guests at the 
table of the governor and other officials; 
and I am staying in the house of the chief 
of police, who has frequently entertained 
them during my visit. 

The director of the Yakutsk museum is 
an exile. who last month regained his lib- 


erty. He tells me that he will not return to 


Russia, but will remain here to complete 
a work on the province in which he has 
passed a five-years’ enforced residence, 
Most of the political exiles I have met seem 
contented and not at all harassed by exile. 
The Russian exile of rea! life is very un- 
like the type In sensational literature. 


Verkoyansk is said to be the coldest place 
in the world, but I fancy Yakutsk must 
run it close. Sixty degrees below zero 
ig an ordinary temperature here, and solid 
slabs of ice form the windows of the poorer 
classes. They are fitted in the fall, and 
only melt late in the spring. The dead 
lie here for years physicially unchanged, 
for the soll is frosen to a depth 600 feet. 
The body of a young Russian girl ex- 
humed last Month was found unblemished 
in flesh or feature, although she had lain 
in her grave for five years. 

In windy weather frost-bite is common, 
but on a still day even 50 degrees below 
sero can be borne with impunity, for the 
blue sky and sunshine of Yakutsk are 
more brilliant than those of the Italian 
Riviera. 

Very bad news awaited us here. It seems 
cruel that fate should have selected this 
vear of all. others to render travel from 
here to the North almost an impossibility. 
Reinteer have this winter been decimated 
by wolves, and those remaining are so 
weak that the 1500 miles to Sredin-Kolymsk, 
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the place nor leave it, so that time is to 
us of vital importance. 

A much more serious matter is the se- 
vere epidemic of measles raging on he 
Tchukchi coast, which has driven the na- 
tives, on whom we relied for transports 
along the Arctic Ocean to East Cape, far 
into the interior. 

Their villages are deserted and food is 
unprocurable along the 1500 miles from the 
Kolma river to Behring Straits, generally 
a populous district. Should it be imopssi- 
ble-to travel on from Sredni-Kolmysk, the 
expedition may be imprisoned there until 
next winter wnen sleighing is resumed. 


In Siberian travel you cannot foresee 
these calamities from a distance, and at 
Irkutsk our success seemed assured. Now 
the case seems hopeless, and the Russian 
authorities here have begged me te aban- 
don my project. This I shall not’ do, but 
push on and trust to luck, and we leave 
this place tomorrow for the Arctic. It is 
only fair, however, that your readers 
should be aware of our cruel ill-luck and 
of the almost insurmountable obstacles 
that bar the way to our “Land of Promise” 
—America. 

The sleighs that brought us from Irkutsk 
here discarded for narta, or small reindeer 


sleds about seven feet by three feet, en- 
tirely covered in by canvas and reindeer 
skins. A bearskin forms the bed, and here 
we shall lic at full length, snugly enough, 
day after day, night after night, for the 
next two menths, while a Yakute driver 
urges on his deer team. Light furs here are 
useless. . 

The traveler bound for the Kolyma dis- 
trict must take all his provisions in a frozen 
state, for food is scarce along this lonely 
track of 1800 miles. The reindeer stations 
are 150 to 200 miles apart, but povarnias 
(untenanted huts) are found at shorter in- 
tervals. They contain shelter, wood, water 


in the shape of slabs or ice, and nothing 
else. ’ 

Our first stopping place will be Verkoy- 
ansk, which we may reach, with luck, in 
about a month, 11 days being the usual time 
required. Less than half the distance from 


and we are practically bound upon an al- 
most forlorn hope! The stupendous diffi- 
culties of an overland trip from Paris to 
New York can only be realized by those 
who have atempted the journey. 
In face of all these almost insuperable ob- 
stacles, come out all right in the end! Bue 
cess will be all the gwaetar.

Thus sings Anna Letitia Barbauld in 
her ode to spring that delighted our great- 
grandfathers. It must be said in cold prose 
that the poet had “spring fever’ in one of 
its manifold forms. 

Learned physicians, interviewed by the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch, declare ‘“‘there is 
no such thing as ‘spring fever.’ The state 
of body and mind so-called is only lassi- 
tude, dissatisfaction, laziness.’’ 

The poets, the patent medicine makers 
and hundreds of thousands of people now 
suffering from “spring: fever’’ contradict 
the learned physicians. Anna Barbauld ex- 
actly gives the cause of “spring fever’ 
when she writes of the “sun chasteiy kiss- 
ing winter's blooming child.” So does old 
Thomas Carew when he thus describes the 
approach of spring: 


Now that the winter’s gone the earth hath lost 

‘Her snow-whife robes, and now no more the frost 
es the grass, or calls an icy cream 

Upon the silver lake, or crystal stream; 

But the warm air thaws the benumb’'d earth, 

And makes it tender; makes in hollow tree 

The drowsy cuckoo and the bumble bee. 


Notice, ‘the warm air thaws the be- 
numbed earth and makes it tender.’ The 
poets know that “spring fever’ is caused 
by climatic changes, by the warmer rays 
of the sun, by the changes in the awaken. 
ing earth, by the revivifying rain that falis 
from clouds with vernal showers distent.”’ 

At last 
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the fields, 


By such as wander through the forest walks 
Beneath the umbrageous multitude of leaves. 


So James Thomson described the showers 
in spring that help to spread the fever of 
lassitude. 

The insidious bacillus that provokes 
spring fever has not. yet been isolated. But 
who knows that it is not bred in the ground 
as it throws off its winter pall. A symp- 
tom of spring fever that is rarely absent 
is the sufferer’s intense desire to get out of 
doors, to drop all work, to let the sun 
shine on him, to enjoy the breeze as it 
fans his cheek—in @ word to admire. 


So lovely al! around, the works of God arrayed in 
vernal smile. 

What‘ though thy opening spring be chill! : 

What though the lark, check’d in bis airy pata, 

Exe out his song, perch'd on the fallow clod. 

That still o’ersteps the blade! What though no 


branch 


Have spread its foliage, eave the willow wan, 

Wuat though the clouds oft lower their threats 
but end 

In sunny showers, that scarce fill the folds 

Of moss-couched violet or interrupt 

The werie’s dulcet pipe—melodious bird! 


Yes, the poets know that an. intense 
yearning to quit work, to hurry into the 
sunshine is the most constant symptom of 
spring fever. \ Yet the practical, unsenti- 
mental physicians call this yearning ‘“‘lazi- 
ness." Despite them the fact remains that 
if this yearning be not gratified the sufferer 
with spring fever displays more alarming 
symptoms. If he continues to work his 
liver will refuse to, and will become torpid. 
He will lose his appetite and have dys- 
pepsia and headache. The state of his blood 
will deteriorate, and finally hig mind will 
be greatly depressed. 

It is a solemn “fact that the mental de- 
pression of spring fever often leads to suil- 
cide. Statistics prove that May, June and 
July are the suicidal months, It might 
rather be supposed they were the season 
of cheerfulness and hope. But, please con- 
sider, they follow the season of spring 
fever.

! HE superstitious who dwell near Vaux- 
T Praslin, and even those less credu- 

lous, declare that the appariticns of 

Louis Quatorze, of his thieving minister, 

of the murderous Praslin and his unhappy 

wife and victim often revisit the ancient 

Chateau and the walks and garden that 
Surround it. 

Certain is it that the violent deatis of 
three of these personages must be forever 
Sssociated with the chateau. 

There Fouquet entertained his king with 
Such surpassing magnificence that Louis’ 
Suspicions of his minister’s honesty were 
aroused, suspicions that finally cast Fou- 
quet into the gloom citadel of Piquerool, 
where he miserably ended his days. 

There, two centuries iater, the Duke of 
Prasiin, a peer of France, contracted the 
pagsion for his daughter’s governess. Mile. 
Deluzy, that drove him to assassinate his 
sleeping wife. 

But Mile. Casimir-Perier, caring nothing 
for the ghoulish fame of the great place, 
is going to live in it. Mlle. Casimir-Ferier 
“Cares mvre for glory than she does for 
shorts, and the Vaux-Praslin may be mace 
glorious enough with such wealth as the 
charming young French woman possesses. 

Of course, Mile. Casimir-Perier will not 
inhabit the chateau alone. She will go there 
from her father’s splendid residence, Pent- 
Sur-Seine, as the bride of M. Semmier, one 
of France's sugar princes, whose income 
is gaid to be 8,000 francs a day. Her en- 
g@agement to M. Semmier has just been an- 
nounced. 

And. as if to confound the superstitious, 
to give the iie to the ghostly traditions 
about the chateau, it is also loudly an- 
mounced that the young bride will live 
there. 

Brave as she is, the recital of Praslin’s 
fearful crime, which all France has heard, 
cannot reassure her. That duke, of an- 
cient lineage, rich, but enamored of a 
woman only five years ycunger than his 
wife, took the duchess directly from the 
Chateau to her father’s house, and, on the 
very night of their arrival, rid himself of 
her. Being arrested and thrown Into prison, 
Praslin poisoned himself before he could 
be tried by his peers. 

Well may the restless spirit of Nicolas 
Fouquet seek the chateau where will re- 
side this young bride, who, by the by, has 
many fashicnable relatives in America. 
FPouquet, Viscount of Velun and of Vaux, 
became Louis XIV's minister of finance in 
~ 1658. Fouquet,.a financier of genius, had 

‘wendered indutitable service to the state; 
had even engaged his private fortune to 
pay the expenses of the court and of the 
army. But being raised to his high place 
this financier confounded his own purse 
with the public coffers, in which he plunged 
‘with greedy hands. 

He rebuilt his chateau of Vaux, and it 
cost him 9,100,000 francs, certainly equal to 
40,000,000 in our day. To lay out a park he 
- vaged three villages. In the park ‘‘were so 
many fountains, cascades, lakes and statues 

that the eye was confounded.” The chateau 
} “of Vaux became “‘le plus beau de France.”’ 
It surpassed in splendor Saint Germain, 
Fontainbleu and al! the royal residences. 

To this more than imperial house Fou- 
quer invited Louis Quartorze. The supper 
he spread before the king cost 120,W0 francs. 
The table groaned under the service of 
solid gold as well as the weight of delica- 
eles for which the globe had been ran- 
gacked. Of the brilliancy of the fete La 
Eine wee wrote, “Heaven was jealous.’

Small wonder if his spirit haunts the cha- 
teau that saw the height of his prodigalit) 
and the profound depths of his degrada- 
tion, the chateau where the daring Mile. 
Casimir-Perier wil] pass her married life. 

The years rolled on, Vaux’s glory de- 
clined; most of its lands were so.d. In 1760 
the huge lead pipes that had fed its lakes, 
cascades and fountains were sold and 
fetched themselves the vast sum of 490,000 
francs. About that year the estate, much 
diminished but still splendid, passed into 
the possession of the dukes of Choiseul- 
Praslin. In 1824 Carl Laura Hugo Theo- 
bald, duke of Praslin, married Fannie, the 
lovely daughter of Gen. Sebastiani, a mar- 
shal of France. She was scarcely 17 years 
of age, 
senior. All the oldest of the aristocracy 
thronged to their wedding and showered 
splendid gifts. The married happiness of 
the young couple seemed as assured as 
their position; as certain, as everyone de- 
voutly prays, as is the Happiness of Mlle. 
Casimir-Perier and M. Sommier. 

The bride was one of the most beautiful 
women of her day; her husband was in- 
tensely devoted to her; his intimates 
laughed at his groundless jealousy. The 
Praslins resided most of the time at the 
Chateau of Vaux-Praslin, which the duke 
rehabilitated in modern fashion. Their 
splendid city residence was the Hotel Pras- 
lin, 55 Rue St. Honore. They were always 
welcome guests of Marshal Sebastiani, and 
they constantly visited the fashionable 
watering places. In a word, theirs was the 
life of the rich aristocrats of the period, 
save that they seemed to live for each 
other. Nine children came to bless them. 

‘They seemed to live for each other’’— 
for 17 years, until 1841. Then the duchess 
engaged as governess for her three eldest 
daughters a Mile. Deluzy. In her choice of 
governess the duchess proved her confidence 
in her husband. For Mlle: Deluzy was 
beautiful, accomplished, five years younger 
than herself. The governess received the 
handsome salary of 2000 francs a year and 
all her living expenses. 

After years under their roof the duchess 
at last perceived that the governess had 
captivated the duke. The duchess told her 
woes to her father. A family council en- 
to arrange affairs. The duke 
and duchess continued to live together, 
but their apartments were no _ longer 
the same. Even under these circumstances 
the duchess in July, 1847, insisted that Mlle. 
Deluzy be dismissed and leave the chateau 
where the family then was. Rather than 
provoke an open scandal the duke assented 
to Mile. Deluzy’s dismissal, and she went 
to this city. And here, it was afterward 
proved, the duke thrice visited her. 

Scarcely more than a month after the 
departure of the governess, on Aug. 16, the 
duke, the duchess and their children left 
the chateau on their way to Dieppe, the 
famous water-place on the English channel. 
their own home being 
closed, the family and their servants went 
to Gen. Sebastiani’s residence, from which 
he was already absent. The younger mem- 
bers of the family retired to apartments 
on the upper floors of the house, the apart- 
ments of the duke and duchess, on the 
lower floor, adjoined. It developed that all 
the doors of the duchess’ sleeping room 
were locked that night; only the duke 
could have gained access to them. 

Daylight of Aug. 17 arrived. Three or four 
dreadful shrieks sounded from the duchess’ 
bed chamber and aroused the frightened 
servants. One of them afterward swore 
that the silence following the shrieks was 
broken by the duke shouting, as if in hor- 
ror. ‘““My God, what can this mean? What 
has happened?’’ The doors of the duchess’ 
bedroom were opened to the servants by 
the duke, who was in his morning robe, 
which was marked by blood. His hands 
were bloody. 

In the center of the room lay the duchess, 
dead. Twenty fearful stab wounds had 
killed her. They pierced her bosom, her 
uplifted arms, her neck; one had severed 
her jugular vein. Besides there were 
wounds made by a blunt instrument. The 
furniture was in disorder, the room was 
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endiindhhanh The duke, after his first 
shout, appeared perfectly calm and sum- 
moned a physician and the police. 

All suspicion at once pointed direcfly to 
Praslin. He cooly made a statement to the 
police, saying, in effect: 

“t retired without the assistance of my 
valet, as I often do. Atter our journey I 
went to sleep almost immediately. About 
daybreak, I think, I was awakened by a 
loud cry, but that did not alarm me be- 
cause I thought it came somewhere from 
the neighborhood. Then I heard steps in 
the garden. I arose, put on my morning 
gown and was going to the duchess’ bed- 
chamber, when I heard another cry, which 
sounded like ‘Seize the murderer.’ I hur- 
ried back, got a pistol and returned to my 
wife’s bedchamber.

hear. see nothing.

I called ‘Fannie: no 
I went back. precured a candle 
and once more retprned to my wife's room. 

“She was lying oh the floor, covered with 
blood. I raised her and tried to assist her. 
and in so dotng stained my dressing robe 
and my hands. The servants arrived be- 
fore I had thought to call for them. No. 
I had not the courage to tel! my children 
they had been robbed of their mother: my 
first thought was to send for physicians 
and peltee officials.’’ / 

Further investigation left not the shadow 
of a dont of Prasiin’s guilt and drove him 
to self-murder. Deep scratcnes soun made 
themselves plain on the duke's face and 
neck, and the marks of teeth on his thumb. 
The duchess, surprised as she was in her 
sleep, taken at a base disadvantage, fought 
bravely for her life. A stiletto with a 
broker handle, a cavalry pistol, were found 
in the house, and experts swore that the 
wounds the duchess suffered had been in- 
flicted with these weapons. 

Praslin was arrested on Aug. 21, and 
incarcerated in the prison of the Luxem- 
burg Palace. There he was never left un- 
guarded for an instant. But, if his jailors 
were to be believed, he had already taken 
peison. 

Conscience, and perhaps the poison, made 
him an abject coward during his formal in- 
terrogation by the police officials.

Q. No. We will not believe you guilty 
if you can in any way explain the circum- 
stances that all point to your guilt. Do 
you dare to deny you are guilty of this ter- 
rible crime? 

A. Iam too weak to answer your ques- 
tions. . 

It is impossible here to rehearse all the 
convincing testimony, to relate all the 
damning evidence against this scion of an 
ancient house. Necessarily Mlle. Deluzy 
was called as a witness and her testimnoy 
was most interesting, since it was most in- 
tensely feminine. 

Mademoiselle, cool at first, said the gov- 
erness who preceded her in the Praslin 
household warned her to be most cautious; 
that the duke and duchess often quarreled.

PN(VILIZATION can be traced to man’s 
use of water. The earliest civiliza- 
tion sprang from agriculture, and in 

its first stages all agriculture was carried 
on by means of irrigation. The world over, 
according to the ethnologists, primitive 
crops were grown under conditions of great 
aridity—on sandy plains and hot deserts. 
There grain and roots were cultivated by 
the early tribes, while the rich and verdur- 
ous valleys were left to those who followed 
the chase and the hunt. It was easier to 
control the gushing spring on the desert’s 


_ edge than it was to fell trees and subdue 


the rank vegetation of the humid lands. 
As men toiled they became inventive and 
so that out of these early 
efforts of agriculture grew cities and na- 
tions. 

In America, that region which is now 
the most arid and forbidding can boast of 
an old and marvelous civilization. The 
ruins of great cities in the southwestern 

of the United States are wonderful 
evidences of a masterful race far antedat« 
ing the Aztecs and the Toltecs. Their 
wealth grew from successful agriculture, 


“which was wrought upon lands that are 


today waste and have lain for centuries, 
ary, barren and naked, following the dis- 
use of the great irrigation works where 
the flow of rivers was stored in mountain 
basins, where aqueducts were cut through 
the living rock and. canals constructed 
scores of miles in length. 


With the disuse of the water the wealth 
of a nation perished and the people dis- 
appeared. Yet the water is there as ever 
and as the seasons roll around the snows 
of winter melt and the life fluid which was 
once the resource of a great community 
Wastes its value on the desert sand oar 
runs uselessly to the sea.

It smacks of the prac- 
tice of th? careful husbandman, who in 
the time of plenty builds a granary to 
store away his surplus produce against 
tne day of scarcity. The storing of water 
is the saving of a resource which comes to 
us annually, and unless it is saved, runs 
uszelessly away, often ciéating floods and 
causing great aamage. 

What dees a storag> reservoir look like? 
Tie general idea as to the physical ap- 
pearance of a good mountain reservoir 
site—before the water is impounded—is 
probably far from correct. One pictures 
such a basin as a deep gorge with a nar- 
row outlet across which a dam can be 
thrown from wall to wall. The reservoir 
site which the engineer selects would not 
be recognizable as such to the ordinary 
eye. Many apparently ideal sites have 
such a grade or fall that a dam perhaps 
even 150 feet in height would back up wa- 
ter for only a short distance and form a 
lake of but. small dimensions. The best 
sites, generally speaking, are those where 
the fall of the grounds is but very slight, 
perhaps imperceptible to the eye, the idea 
being to overflow as large an area as pos- 
sible above the dam. Such land, being 
situated in the mountains, is usually 
worthless for agricultural purposes. A 
good reservoir site must also have tribu- 
tary to it a wide catchment area; the 
snow water and rain from ua large tract 
of mountain and forest land should flow 
into it. 

Since 1888 the United States geological 
survey has been at work investigating the 
reservoir sites of the arid region. As al- 
most every stream has a number of dif- 
ferent storage sites, it requires careful in- 
vestigation to determine which is the 
most feasible and economical. When a de- 
termination has been reached, the govern- 
ment immediately withdraws the site and 
the catchment basin, which is the source 
of the water supply, from private entry. In 
the mountains of Colorado alone the geo- 
logical survey has determined some 50 of 
these sites. 

The San Carlos dam site 
in Arizona, for which an appropriation is 
recommended by the secretary of the inte- 
rior, is a good example of storage possibili- 
ties. The proposed dam has a span of some 
600 feet, connecting the lofty walls of the 
river canyon at a height of 149 feet avove 
the stream The San Carlos dam would 
form a lake covering 8000 acres and capa- 
ble of irrigating 120.000 acres. This is the 
same river whose waters thousands of years 
ago were used tor the growing of crops 
on the arid plains of Arizona’ 

Hundreds of other, storage basins larger 
and smaller, nestle in the bosom of the 
Rocky mountains, from Montana to Mexico, 
each capable of supplying the life-blovod 
for many new homes. 

Some idea of the storage possibilities of 
western rivers may be gathered from a 
study of their flows. The floods of Kings

The fourth patient is completely “‘word- 
blind,”” and also ‘“‘letter-blind.”” Nor can 
he designate by name the objects he sees, 
although, apparently, he recognizes them. 
All these last three patients have little dif- 
ficulty in reading figures. 

All of this is immensely important. But, 
more—Dr. Hinshelwood finds that two of 
his four ‘‘word-blind’’ patients have a pe- 
culilar affection of the eyes, called hernia- 
napsia. These patients have both lost lit- 
erally their sight, but the loss affects only 
one-half of the fields of vision of their eyes. 

This association of ‘‘word-blindness’’ and 
of true half-blindness has been noticed by 
others. 

So what is more likely than that the 
brain cells that govern the visual flelds 
lie very close to the brain cells that govern 
articulate speech? And these last have 
been already located.

How many of these young people are 
there who realize that these accomplish- 
ments are well within their own reach—that 
all that is required is perseverance and 
from 1§ to 3 minutes a day, or even less, 
of exerdise? 

The that Mr. Willard has done this 
thing, at it with a full knowledge of 
the results and watching his exper- 
iments with himself, makes him particu- 
larly fitted to speak with authority on this 
topic.

It is written primarily for boys and young 
men, but the exercizes and suggestions may 
be adopted safely by young women and 
girls and, experience has proved, with abso- 
lute certainty of the most surprising and 
gratifying resulta, provided that precautions 
are taken against overstrain at first, a mis- 
take to which young women, unaccustomed 
to athistico exercises, are generally more 
prone than men. 

Mr. Willard was born tn Galesburg. IIl., 2% 
years ago. He is in his third year at Co- 
lumbia. He played last year’s baseball and 
football teams and has taken an active 
part in atheltics since he began fitting 
himself for them. 

His development is eonsidcred the more 
remarkable in that he is only 5 feet 5% 
inches tall and weighs but 159% pounds.

O GIVE an outine of calisthenic treat- 
ment for creating a firm foundation 
of health and afterwards bullding up 

the physique, I can probably state the case 
most clearly by giving a history of my own 
development. At the risk; then, of being 
unduly personal, I will outline the salient 
features in my own case. 

When I entered the university about two 
years ago I was run down from overstudy. 
I had chronic catarrhal troubles and my 
lungs were not strong. My muscles were 
small and flabby and I lacked the vitality 
which was absolutely necessary to carry me 
through the course of study that I had out- 
lined for myself. 

It was this practical feature that was my 
first consideration and in fact I had little 
thought of ever excelling in strength tests, 
a condition that was then so far from 
me. 

My first thought then was health, and the 
first organ requiring attention my lungs. 
Later experience has taught me that the 
lungs are the very seat of such troubles as 
- mine. Through them physical well-being 
comes directly and in magnificent ratio to 
the work expended. 

I was familiar with the deep-breathing 
exercises and began to practice them. Ev- 
ery morning and evening I went into the 
@pen air and took, first 20 and afterwards 
as many @e SO deep breaths. They were in- 
haled slowly and evenly to my full capacity 
and then exhaled in the same way, with & 
strong effort to completely empty the lungs. 

The results from this exercise alone were 


most asto astonishing. _ Within a week I felt the

difference in increased vitality, better spir- 
its, inoreased capacity for study. Within 
@ very few months, as a result of this exer 
cise, my chest expansion increased from be- 
tween three and four inches to seven anda 
half inches, and the results to my health 
were commensurate. 

I did not start the calisthenic exorcises 
at once, and before outlining them there 
are some things about the general health 
to be said. 

In the first place I have never gone into 
training in the sense the phrase is used for 
athletes. My athletics were always sub- 
sidiary and complementary to my studies. 
They were only such as any young man in 
any walk of life may follow with the ex- 
ception, possibly, of some of the gymnasium 
work I took which, however, is quite unes- 
sential] to complete development and was 
merely taken as additional recreation, not 
as vart of the course I am to outline. 

In the matter of diet I put no restrictions 
on myself more than to eat reasonably. 
Good digestion is, of course, essential, but 
I think individual experience {s the best 
teacher in this regard. I was not troubled 
in that way and had never to pay particu- 
lar attention to it, but the exercises 
for general health with reasonable self-con- 
trol in the matter of rich food and the 
amount eaten should be enough, except in 
particular cases. Of these I shall speak 
later. 

Apart from this the ordinary precautions 
for maintaining health are all that is. neces- 
sary. I never burdened myself with restric- 
tiong and I would not force them on others. 

The breathing exercises are the basis of 
the whole scheme, and it is well that they 
should become a habit. In fact, deep breath- 
ing becomes in time second nature, and 80 
pleasant is the exercise that one uncon- 
sciously fills one’s lungs to their capacity 
with air and repeats the process automatic- 
ally. 

One of the greatest benefits from these 
exercises is the habit of abdominal breath- 
ing. That is, the use of the lower part of 
the lungs instead of the upper part alone. 
It is in the lower part that the great expan- 
sion should be, and there is inestimable 
benefit in having these large lower cham- 
bers active and constantly ventilated and 
cleansed by the infusion of good alr. 

Closely related to this subject, also, is the 
question of proper carriage. Many find it 
a matter of constamt effort t@ keep the 
shoulders braced back and the chest held 
well forward. 

There is a method for accomplishing this 
end that I have found to work excellently, 
and it is easy. Keep the chin well in and 
you will be surprised to find that the shoul- 
ders take care of themselves, swinging into 
an excellent position and leaving plenty of 
room for chest expansiofi. This little action 
may aiso become a habit and will be found 
of decided value. 

The amount of exercise may also be men- 
tioned before I take up the exercises them- 
selves. Three minutes of exercise night and 
and morning are good. Five minutes are 
better, and 10 minutes are not too much 
even at the start. After the first day or 
two half an hour a day is worth spending 
on the work. I have rarely spent more time 
than this, and even my gymnasium work 
was never more than half an hour. In fact, 
in some of the German universities the stu- 
dents are strictly forbidden to work in the 
gymnasium longer than the half hour. 

The point I want to emphasize is that a 
little time spent on the work is petter than 
none. The chief thing ‘s strict attention to 
the exercise during the time set aside for it. 
It is of the greatest im@rtance that there 
shoulda be no loafing. A little interest and 
enthusiasm will do wonders, when half- 
hearted work with no energy put into it 
will be the next thing to time. wasted.

“Cases of egotism like that of Miss Boise 
are common enough.

If there is no perscnal grievance to 
be righted and no notoriety sought wth 
the assurance of backing of admiring 
friends, this egoism has always a brain 
disease basis. All egolsts are not neces- 
sarily insane, but a certain kind of diseased 
egoism or morbid self-feeling characterizes 
insanity. A little further aleng in the de- 
velopment’ of mental perversion, when dis- 
ease invades the brain, these persons pass 
into the category of paranota, a condition 
of character fhsanity where the victim im- 
agines himself called upon to especially 
champion some great cause of reform, or of 
advance or of retrogression, without being 
selected by any one and without an especial 
following at the beginning of his crusade 

“These persons are generally attacked 
too, with inscmnia, soon lose their mental 
balance and live in a state of Irritability, 
unrest and agitation. They seek to agitate 
and intoxicate the world with their bizarre 
ideas, as they are themselves drunk, and 
often go to éxtreme morbid lengths. They 
ignore law, Usage and social] restraints and 
strike out as heaven-selected champions 
and leaders ¢alling on the worl@ to follow 
and condemning it if {t fatia to reapond. 
These are the paranoiec persons of history, 
like Joan of Arc and like so many pseudo 
political, religious, social ahd false science 


morbid desire for arnenty Sek seeeution 
of hysterical women, is another form of 
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along the backbone from the neck down- 
ward, This movement should be carried 
through slowly but with energy 20 times 
unless there is discomfort at first. It should 
never be forced beyond the bounds of com- 
fort, as more harm than good is in such a 
case likely to result. Strain is always to be 
avoided. 

It will be found that this exercise sets 
the whole body tingling, as it stimulates 
the cireulation in every part and sets up a 
pleasant glow that is an excellent prepara-

high official. By a diseased jJogic she places 
herself above and beyond all lew. 

“The present-day vicious legislation and 
violation of law by those whom the people 
commission to make and execute just stat- 
utes are leading to anger the popular 
mind and are seriously disturbing the un- 
s able-minded. These outrages of law and 
justice will lead even sane people, after 
patience is exhausted, to yilolence and 
revolution, the last resort of a wronged 
people. 

“A few scourgers in our temples of jus- 
tice, even though they might be paranoics, 
might not be unwelcome if our American 
city government rascality goes on longer.’ 

Dr. Runge says: 


“Violence in cases where no individual 
cause exists, but where the motive is pure- 
ly @ mistaken one for public betterment, 
can generally be traced to paranola. 

“A woman, wronged, who, in her righte- 
ous anger, wields a horsewhip or throws 
vitriol, is practically in the same s‘ate of 
mind a man is in when he strikes another 
with his fist or shoots him. 

“It is a form of insanity common to all 
of us. We get angry and, while in a 
rage, do things that outrage all sense of 
judgment, and for which we are, in our 
normal condition, heartily sorry. That ef- 
fect is the result of a disturbance of the 
brain cells, and the whole jellatin-like 
mass is in a state of vibration. No one 
part is particularly affected, but the whole 
is In @ great and unftealthy agitation. Thus 
it is that we lose control of our actions, 
not one, but sometimes all of them, and 
our rage ig 6o great that we can do naught 
but throw ourselves down and scream. 

“Tf the cause is removed or is not re- 
peaied, gradually the brain resumes its 
nermal condition, and, while we may feel 
the insult just as keenly and jong, just as 

fastly for revenge, the temporary ma- 
has worn off and 
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lent dementia in cases of torture, 

The natural bent under such conditions 
ie to strike back, and we generally do when- 
ever we can, maie and female alike. With 
women it is easier to p:ocure a@ horsewhip 
than a revolver, and, perhaps, the desire 
to kill or maim ita not present. Vitriol is 
only used where mental suffering or de- 
mentia has reached an acute stage. It is 
not the nature of woman to be inordinately 
cruel. Rare cases are reported, but In- 
vestigation of these will show either a low 
mental condition from birth, vicious train- 
ing or unm'!s akable insanity. 

“Where the self-satisfying feature of the 
case ig removed and we find crusaders go- 
ing aboard with hatchets and horsewhips, 
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[ look for paranoia. It fe one of the most 
peculiar mental diseases, inasmuch as it 
is extremely difficult to trace and cannot 
be definitely located, sometimes even with 
the most complete history. Neurologists 
have devoted ifet!mes to its study and then 
died without accomplishing any great re- 
sults. The best we can say for such re- 
search is that it has brought out the fact 
that paranoia indicates insanity, or, not 
~s strong, it Indicates a symptom of insan- 
ty. 

“Persons have done things in the world 
under stress of mental excitement, caused 
by religious or political fervor, who, under 
one definition of paranoia, would he termed 
paranoics.
